TAXES AND AD VALOREM 
TAXES 


If you own a new car it will be 
to your advantage to read these 
new regulations: 

If you bought a new car be- 
tween Oct. 1961 and December 31, 
you will be required to pay a full 
year’s ad valorem taxes when you 
purchase your tag this fall. 

If you got your car between 
January 1 and March 31, you pay 
three-fourths of a year’s taxes. 
Cars bought from April 1 through 
June 30 will have one-half year 
taxes due on them, and cars pur- 
chased from July 1 to Sept. 30 
will cost their owners one-fourth 
of a year’s taxes. 

Ad valorem taxes are in addi- 
tion to the straight $3.75 cost of 
the tag.

The County Board of Revenue 
purchased two expensive items of 
road construction equipment at its 
meeting last Monday. A new Mo- 
del 12 Catterpillar motor grader 
was purchased at a price of 
$18,839.00. This grader was se- 
lected from five different ma- 
chines offered by dealers. who ap- 
peared before the Board. In ~this 
instance the Board did not select 
the low bid. Board meml rs felt 
that they were justified in this 
because of the unusual perform- 
ance overthe years by several 
graders of like kind that have been 
in operation by the County ‘High- 
way Department. 

An ACI6DC tractor was pur- 
chased for $21,750.00. This tractor 
will be used to pull # pan in con- 
struction unit number 2, Purchase 
of this machine {&. conditioned 
upon the performance of the 
machine after another piece of 
equipment is installed. Board 
members selected this tractor 
from three that were described 
by eauipment dealers who attend- 
ed the meeting. This tractor was 
the low bid of those offered. The 
Board also purchased two pick-up 
trucks to replace vehieles in bad 
repair in the Highway Depart- 
ment. 

Other action taken by the Board 
included the selection of Harvey 
Rochester, widely known and pop- 
ular businessman of Montevallo to 
serve on the County Development 
Board. Mr. Rochester will serve 
on the Board as one of two repre- 
sentatives from District 2. His 
term will expire in September 
1965. 

The Board also determined that 
it would not continue to support 
the program to distribute surplus 
commodities in Shelby County 
after September 31. This program 
has been conducted in Shelby 
County for the past 19 months. It 
has been made possible through 
the joint effort of several of the 
municipalities and the County 
Board. Since the municipalities 
have indicated that they will not 
participate in the program after 
September this means that com- 
modity distribution will not be 
made after September. The Coun- 
ty Board expressed appreciation 
to. T. S, Wallace,.Commodity -Su- 
pervisor, his staff and the State 
Department of Pensions and Se- 
curity. for their ‘ dilligence and 
capable efforts in administering 
the program. 

The County Board also voted 
to purchase uniforms for the 
Sheriff and Deputies and a walk- 
ie-talkie hand radio.

This past November new church 
pews were purchased and installed, 
and s new hardwood floor was 
laid in the auditorium. 

In May the church voted to en- 
ter the building program just 
completed. Serving on the. build- 
ing committee were Frank P. 
Chesser, Jr.. Ambus Weldon, 
Claude Looney, and E, H. Payne. 
Pastor of the church is Rey. 
Manget Herrin, who has served 
the church since October. 

The Dedication services will be 
be held during the morning wor- 
ship hour Sunday, Sept 2.

First signs of cotton damage 
may be tiny worms eating beneath 
the leaves.

Growers have found that early 
control is most economical. Young, 
tender worms are more easily 
killed and population buildups are 
prevented.

A new type insecticide now has 
been widely adopted for leafworm 
control. This new material, called 
Sevin, is.a carbamate. It intro- 
duces an entirely new and safer- 
te-use chemical to the cotton pes- 
ticide field.

Still pending, however, is an 
tremely important waterway 
velopment directly affecting 
only the Sixth District and the 
State of Alabama, but also the 
states of Mississippi and Tennes- 
see. This is the linking of the 
Tennessee River with the Gulf of 
Mexico in order to provide an al- 
ternate route from the Great 
Lakes to the Gulf. , 

The United States Corps of 
Engineers recently completed an 
exhaustive investigation and rec- 
ommended that the proposed Ten- 
nessee-Tombigbee project be con- 
structed to serve as the most 
feasible route. The Engineer’s re- 
port endorses changing the classi- 
fication of the project from a “de- 
ferred-for-study” status to “ac- 
tive.” 

This project, which was envis- 
aged 150 years ago but not au- 
thorized by Congress until 1946, 
is designed to connect by a canal 
the Tennessee River with

that action would be deferred 
“without prejudice” on this sub- 
ject “until there had been an op- 
portunity to go into all of the 
details concerning its justification 
with the Corps of Engineers.” 


-- Important Benefits - - 


The benefits accruing from the 
connection of the Tennessee with 
the Gulf of Mexico are of primary 
importance to the states of Ala- 
bama, Tennessee, and Mississippi, 


as well as to the mid-continent* 


region. Also, the project can be 
expected to benefit a large seg- 
ment of the national population 
through the lowering of produc- 
tion and marketing costs afforded 
by cheaper transportation along 
the water route. 

Despite the failure to secure 
planning funds for the Tennessee- 
Tombigbee Waterway during the 
present session of Congress, the 
release this year of a favorable 


report by the Corps of Engineers | 


is a definite step forward. Efforts 
to secure favorable action by both 
the Bureau of the Budget and the 
Congress should receive high 
priority in the months ahead.

When the sivl: came back 
in the 1600's, it was strictly for 
vanity’s sake, and the repercug- 
sions were felt by innocent babes 
and netional treasuries. 

From the moment Louis XIV 
became bald, the wig was the 
thing in Paris, and the style 
cuickly jumped the Channel into 
England. The English, eager for 
a diversion after the gloomy rule 
of the Cromwells, took up wigs 
with a passion. Wig-snatching 


might have been expected. But , 


goon children were being forbidden 
tu go out-of-doors alone, lest some 


enterprising thief snip off their, 


locks. 

Fortunately for French children 
their elders preferred horsehair. 
And they imported so much of it 
from Germany that it threatened 
the country’s gold reserves. Col- 
bert, the minister of finance, 
pleaded in vain for a law to pro- 
hibit wig-making. 

Wigs finally fell with the Bas- 
tille, and after the Revolution any- 
one appearing on the street in a 
wig was likely to lose it, as well 
as his head, because of its aristo- 
cratic connotation. French hair- 
dressers, of course, were ruined, 
but the National Assembly d:cid- 
ed the new liberty made them 
part of the fraternity and voted 
them 22 million francs in compen- 
sation. 

England, disgusted by the Rev- 
olution’s excesses, kept its pow- 
dered wig on. That is, until the 
government needed money to fight 
the wigless French.

Basic Drill Card 
System Teaches 
Math Quickly 


By TOM MACKIN 


MINTER, ALA.—“I hope they will 
be as much help to other teachers 
as they have been to me.” 


So said the tall, modest elemen- 
tary school teacher of an exceeding- 
ly simple device which she develop- 
ed two yenee ago, and —- 

lutionizing the teaching o 
arithenete and grammar, ‘at feast 7s 
giving it a‘ long-needed shot of stu- 
dent interest. 


The teacher is Mrs. Mary Hub- 
bard, a 15-year veteran in the field 
of instructing children in the too- 
often-boresome subject of mathe- 
matics and other elementary educa- 
tional skills. She is presently com- 
pleting her fourteenth year as teacher 
of the third and fourth grades at 
Carlowville School. 


Simple Device : 
The simple device by which she 
has overcome the tedium which 
usually accompanies. the necessary 
drilling im the ancient art of plus 


and minus is a series of cards 
known simply as Basic Drill Cards 
in Arithmetic. 

The present cards deal with addi- 
tion, subtraction, division, and mul- 
tiplication. .In the developmental 
stage is a grammar series which, 
Mrs, Hubbard is sure, will simplify 
and speed up Johnny's ability to 
read, spell, and pronounce. A side 
advantage is the development of the 
ability to write smaller, made nec- 
essary by the very construction of 
the cards, 

The cards are about the size of 
a standard sheet of notebook paper, 
upon which they are placed. Ten 
rows of simple arithmetical prob- 
lems ‘are printed on the front of 
each card, and holes occupy the 
dine on which the sum .falls. The 
student fills the holes with answers 
and turns the card over to check 
his work, 

Fun In Routine 

“The cards lend a spirit of com- 
petition and.fun to the drill rov- 
tine,” PP su. Hubbard said. “It's a 
sort of ‘painless learning’.” 


First put on the market a little 
over two years ago, the usage of the 
cards has spread rapidly. Almost a 
half a million of the cards are now 
in use. Sales work, umder the su- 
pervision of Mrs, Hubbard's hus- 
band, is handled mostly through 
the mails, but increasingly through 
personal calls. There are 117 retail 
outlets for the cards’ in Alabama. 
And teachers who use the cards 
have told other teachers about them. 


“The original, of course, was only 
a crude prototype of the card now 
‘on the market,” the innovator stated. 
“But it's beginning to look as though 
they may supply some livelihood in 
my old age.” 


Mrs. Hubbard was born and reared 
“between Carlowville and Pleasent 
Hill,”-end now tives near Minter 
with her husband.

STATE PURCHASES TOTAL 
$30 MILLION EACH YEAR 


Aalbama spends an average of 
$30 million annually on state sup- 
plies ranging from automobiles to 
paper clips. 

The Division of Purchases and 
Stores, headed by Purchasing 
Agent Howard White, was formed 
to center the buying of State 
goods and services in one depart- 
By purchasing in bulk 
quantities, the State receives bet- 


ment, 


ter prices and bigger discounts. 

In an economy and efficiency 
move put into effect when Gov. 
John Patterson took office, the 
competitive bid law for the state 
was tightened and more rigidly 
enforced, “We always want to be 
sure Alabama is getting its mon- 
ey’s worth on what we are buy- 
ing,” Gov. Patterson said. 


The competitive bid law, passed 
in 1957 and amended in 1961, is 
specific as to how purchases are 
to be handled. It is exercised in all 
purchases over $500, as required. 
Although strict compliance with 
not demand the 


bidding be employed for items less 
than $500, the state government 
does so when it is feasible. 


the law does 


Under the competitive bid law, 


{the state advertises for sealed bids 


to be sent it; the bids are opened 
on a designated day, and the 
contract is awarded to the lowest 
responsible bidder. In any emer- 
gency affecting public health or 
safety, the law states that pur- 
e*hases may be made without the 
competitive bidding. 


The purchasing laws are written 
for quality products, and give 
preference to commodities manu- 
factured or sold in Alabama. 
“When we can legally favor Ala- 
bama merchants, we tend to do so” 
said Mr. White.

If you bought a new car be- 
tween Oct. 1961 and December 31, 
you will be required to pay a full 
year’s ad valorem taxes when you 
purchase your tag this fall. 

If you got your car between 
January 1 and March 31, you pay 
three-fourths of a year’s taxes. 
Cars bought from April 1 through 
June 30 will have one-half year 
taxes due on them, and cars pur- 
chased from July 1 to Sept. 30 
will cost their owners one-fourth 
of a year’s taxes.

Board meml ers felt 
that they were justified in this 
because of the unusual perform- 
ance overthe years by several 
graders of like kind that have been 
in operation by the County ‘High- 
way Department. 

An ACIiI6DC tractor was pur- 
chased for $21,750.00. This tractor 
will be used to pull # pan in con- 
struction unit number 2, Purchase 
of this machine {§&. conditioned 
upon the performance of the 
machine after another piece of 
equipment is installed. Board 
members selected this tractor 
from three that were described 
by eauipment dealers who attend- 
ed the meeting. This tractor was 
the low bid of those offered. The 
Board also purchased two pick-up 
trucks to replace vehieles in bad 
repair in the Highway Depart- 
ment. 

Other action taken by the Board 
included the selection of Harvey 
Rochester, widely known and pop- 
ular businessman of Montevallo to 
serve on the County Development 
Board. Mr. Rochester will serve 
on the Board as one of two repre- 
sentatives from District 2. His 
term will expire in September 
1965. 

The Board also determined that 
it would not continue to support 
the program to distribute surplus 
commodities in Shelby County 
after September 31. This program 
has been conducted in Shelby 
County for the past 19 months. It 
has been made possible through 
the joint effort of several of the 
municipalities and the County 
Board. Since the municipalities 
have indicated that they will not 
participate in the program after 
September this means that com- 
modity distribution will not be 
made after September. The Coun- 
ty Board expressed appreciation 
to T. S. Wallace, Commodity Su- 
pervisor, his staff and the State 
Department of Pensions and Se- 
curity. for their °dilligence and 
capable efforts in administering 
the program.

The Liberty Baptist Church

Manget Herrin, who has served 
the church since October.

OW YOUR INSECT ENEMY: 
COTTON LEAFWORM 


‘Winter weather eliminates this cotton pest in the United States 
each year, according to entomologists. 

But every spring, hordes of migrating moths fly into our country 
from tropical areas. These unwel- 
come visitors deposit billions of 
egg clusters on cotton plants. 
Hungry leafworms soon emerge to 
virtually eat their way across 
most of the cotton belt. 

Their collective appetites are 
fantastic. Leafworms can strip 
cotton plants so badly that flelds 
may appear to have been scorched 
by fire. The worms themselves are 
discriminating; they eat only cot-| ir 
ton plants, “ee 

First signs of cotton damage 
may be tiny worms eating beneath 
the leaves. Larger worms in mass 
attacks often devour leaves com- 
pletely, and eat into squares, bolls 
and bark. On ragged plants, brown 
pupae are often found attached 
by silken threads to stems and 
leaf ribs. 

Growers have found that early 
control is most economical. Young, 
tender worms are more easily 
killed and population buildups are 
prevented. : 

A new type insecticide now has 
been widely adopted for leafworm 
control. This new material, called 
Sevin, is.a carbamate. It intro- 
duces an entirely new and safer- 
te-use chemical to the cotton pes- 
ticide field. Growers have used 
Sevin in both dust and spray for-

Still pending, however, is an 
tremely important waterway 
velopment directly affecting 
only ‘the Sixth District and the 
State of Alabama, but also the 
states of Mississippi and Tennes- 
see. This is the linking of the 
Tennessee River with the Gulf of 
Mexico in order to provide an al- 
ternate route from the Great 
Lakes to the Gulf. ‘ 

The United States Corps of 
Engineers recently completed an 
exhaustive investigation and rec- 
ommended that the proposed Ten- 
nessee-Tombigbee project be con- 
structed to serve as the most 
feasible route. The Engineer’s re- 
port endorses changing the classi- 
fication of the project from a “de- 
ferred-for-study” status to “ac- 
tive.” 

This project, which was envis- 
aged 150 years ago but not au- 
thorized by Congress until 1946, 
is designed to connect by a canal 
the Tennessee River with the 


Tombigbee which flows into the) 


Gulf. The proposed waterway will 
provide a slack water channel 9 
feet deep with a minimum width 
of 170 feet, stretching 253 miles 
from Demopolis, Alabama, to the 
Pickwich Pool on the Tennessee 
River. 

The Tombigbee is navigable now 
from Demopolis, situated at the 
Tombigbee’s juncture with the 
Warrior River, to the Port of 
Mobile. 

In its report, the Corps of En- 
gineers concludes that construction 
of the Tennessee-Tombigbee Wa- 
terway “in accordance with the 
plans proposed herein is feasible 
from an engineering standpoint 
and that the economic benefits to 
be derived therefrom are of wide- 
spread nature and of sufficient 
magnitude to warrant the under- 
taking of the project...” 


--Project Deferred - - 


Unfortunat,'y the report of the 
Corps of Engineers did not receive 
‘nal approval until after the 
President’s budget for fiscal year 
1963 had been sent to Congress. 
Consequently, no planning funds 
were budgeted for the proposed 
Tennessee-Tombigbee Waterway, 
Despite this fact, the Alabama, 
Mississippi, and Tennessee delega- 
tions, as well as other interested 
parties from these states, urged 
the Appropriations Committees to 
include ‘such funds in the current 
appropriation bill.

From the moment Louis XIV 
became bald, the wig was the 
thing in Paris, and the style 
cuickly jumped the Channel into 
England. The English, eager for 
a diversion after the gloomy rule 
of the Cromwells, took up wigs 
with a passion. Wig-snatching 


might have been expected. But , 


soon children were being forbidden 
tu go out-of-doors alone, lest some 


enterprising thief snip off their, 


locks. 

Fortunately for French children 
their elders preferred horsehair. 
And they imported so much of it 
from Germany that it threatened 
the country’s gold reserves. Col- 
bert, the minister of finance, 
pleaded in vain for a law to pro- 
hibit wig-making. 

Wigs finally fell with the Bas- 
tille, and after the Revolution any- 
one appearing on the street in a 
wig was likely to lose it, as well 
as his head, because of its aristo- 
cratic connotation. 
dressers, of course, were ruined, 
but the National Assembly d:cid- 
ed the new liberty made them 
part of the fraternity and voted 
them 22 million francs in compen- 
sation.

The competitive bid law, passed 
in 1957 and amended in 1961, is 
specific as to how purchases are 
to be handled. It is exercised in all 
purchases over $500, as required. 
Although strict compliance with 
the law does not demand the 


bidding be employed for items less 
than $500, the state government 
does so when it is feasible. 


Under the competitive bid law, 


{the state advertises for sealed bids 


to be sent it; the bids are opened 
on a designated day, and the 
contract is awarded to the lowest 
responsible bidder. In any emer- 
gency affecting public health or 
safety, the law states that pur- 
*hases may be made without the 
competitive bidding. 


The purchasing laws are written 
for quality products, and give 
preference to commodities manu- 
factured or sold in Alabama. 
“When we can legally favor Ala- 
bama merchants, we tend to do so” 
said Mr. White.

The Farmers Home Adminis- 
tration of the U.S.. Department of 
Agriculture loaned farm families 
and other rural people in Shelby 
County a record of $352,095 in 
fiscal 1962 which ended on June 
30, S. S. Pierce, Shelby County 
Supervisor announced today. 

The volume of loans in this area 
largest during any 12-month peri- 
od in the local office’s history, 
was 36 per cent larger than the 
1961 total of $257,030, and 39 per- 
cent above the $252,600 loaned in 
1960. 

Nearly one-fourth of the total 
loaned during fiscal 1962 went for 
farm operating expenses, almost 
a fourth for the purchase, devel- 
opment or enlargement of family 
farms, and about a third went for 
the construction and improvement 
of houses and service buildings on 
farms and in rural communities. 

Approximately 130 local fami- 
lies were using Farmers Home Ad- 
ministration credit for these and 
other purposes at the end of the 
fiscal year, 26 percent more than 
the year before. 

Collections of princips! and in- 
terest totaled $510,720 during the 
three year period 1960-1962. Ap- 
proximately one-fifth of the bor- 
rowers are paid ahead of schedule 
on loans which still have several 
years to run. 

Loans outstanding on June 30

The House of Representatives 
had a busy legislative schedule 
last week after being in recess for 
approximately ten days. After a 
number of parliamentary maneu- 
vers by Southern Members of 


Congress delaying debate, the, 


House last Monday completed 
congressional action on a consti- 
tutional amendment prohibiting 
the use of the poll tax in federal 
elections. 
- Opposed Measure - 
Those of us who opposed this 


legislation had hoped to get more | 
support from Republican members | 
of the House who profess to be' 


against the usurpation of the 
rights of the states. Only fifteen 
Republicans voted against the 
amendment, however, and it was 
adopted by 37 votes more than 
were necessary. This amendment 
must be ratified by three fourths 
of the states before it becomes 
part of the Constitution. 

The amendment, in my opinion, 
represents one of the most serious 
usurpations of state authority by 
the federal government ever pass- 
ed by Congress, and I so stated 
in opposing it. 

-Communications Satellite - 

On the same day, the House 
voted to accept the Senate version 
of the bill setting up a communi- 
cations satellite corporation. The 


tion directly to the White House 
rather than risk another Senate 
filiuster on a compromise of the 
Senate and House versions. The 
measure passed the House by an 
overwhelming vote of 371 to 10 
and has been signed by the Pres- 
ident.

This measure is de- 
signed to provide immediate em- 
ployment for people in depressed 
areas through public works pro- 
jects that have already been ap- 
proved. Funds under this act will 
be allocated by the Administra- 
tion to certified depressed areas 
of heavy and sustained unemploy- 
ment with one-third of the total 
funds going to rural areas.

The. social security checks of 
some people in this area are not 
received on time because they 
move and fail to report their new 
addresses to the social security 
office promptly. 

“We don’t want that to happen 
to anyone,” says Cecil L. Simpson, 
manager of the Birmingham dis- 
trict social security office. 


According to Simpson, the best 
safeguard against delay in receipt 
of his checks, is for the social se- 
cyrity beneficiary to report his 
new address to the social security 
office as far ahead as he can. “If 
he notifies us by or before the 
|middle of the month, his next 
check will go to his new address 
on time. Otherwise, it will pro- 
bably go to the old address. He 
should make arrangements with 
his local post office to get his 
next check if he fails to notify us 
of his new address early in the 
month,” Simpson advises.

The Farmers Home Adminis- 
tration of the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture loaned farm families 
and other rural people in Shelby 
County a record of $352,095 in 
fiscal 1962 which ended on June 
30, S. S. Pierce, Shelby County 
Supervisor announced today. 

The volume of loans in this area 
largest during any 12-month peri- 
od in the local office’s history, 
was 36 per cent larger than the 
1961 total of $257,030, and 39 per- 
cent above the $252,600 loaned in 
1960. 

Nearly one-fourth of the total 
loaned during fiscal 1962 went for 
farm operating expenses, almost 
a fourth for the purchase, devel- 
opment or enlargement of family 
farms, and about a third went for 
the construction and improvement 
of houses and service buildings on 
farms and in rural communities. 

Approximately 130 local fami- 
lies were using Farmers Home Ad- 
ministration credit for these and 
other purposes at the end of the 
fiscal year, 26 percent more than 
the year before. 

Collections of princips! and in- 
terest totaled $510,720 during the 
three year period 1960-1962. Ap- 
proximately one-fifth of the bor- 
rowers are paid ahead of schedule 
on loans which still have several 
years to run. 

Loans outstanding on June 30

The House of Representatives 
had a busy legislative schedule 
last week after being in recess for 
approximately ten days. After a 
number of parliamentary maneu- 
vers by Southern Members of 
Congress delaying debate, 
House last Monday completed 
congressional action on a consti- 
tutional amendment prohibiting 
the use of the poll tax in federal 
elections. 

-Opposed Measure - 

Those of us who opposed this 


legislation had hoped to get more | 
support from Republican members | 
of the House who profess to be’ 


against the usurpation of the 
rights of the states. Only fifteen 
Republicans voted against the 
amendment, however, and it was 
adopted by 37 votes more than 
were necessary. This amendment 
must be ratified by three fourths 
of the states before it becomes 
part of the Constitution. 

The amendment, 
represents one of the most serious 
usurpations of state authority by 
the federal government ever pass- 
ed by Congress, and I so stated 
in opposing it. 

-Communications Satellite - 

On the same day, the House 
voted to accept the Senate version 
of the bill setting up a communi- 
cations satellite corporation. The

This legislation, which fol- 
lows the outlines of a proposal 
sent to Congress in January by 
President Kennedy, establishes a 
| private corporation to operate a 
communications satellite system 
under government supervision. 
- Public Works Bill - 

Later in the week the House ap- 
proved the Administration’s 900 
million dollar anti-recession pub- 
|lic works bill. This measure is de- 
signed to provide immediate em- 
ployment for people in depressed 
areas through public works pro- 
| jects that have already been ap- 
proved. Funds under this act will 
be allocated by the Administra- 
tion to certified depressed areas 
of heavy and sustained unemploy- 
ment with one-third of the total 
funds going to rural areas. 

During debate on the floor, the 
House adopted an amendment 
specifying that none of the funds 


could be used to build schools, thus 
avoiding an aid to education fight.

Surplus commodities will be 
made available to the citizens of 
Shelby County during the fiscal 
year beginning October 1. The 
continuation of this program wes 
assured by the action of the Coun- 
ty Board of Revenue at its regu- 
lar meeting on Monday. It is esti- 
mated that about $400,000 worth 
of commodities will be made avail- 
able to the needy people of Shelby 
County by the expenditure of 
$8,000 for the cost of distributing 


© |\the food. 


The Board voted to maintain a 
jcentral distribution point at the 
warehouse in Columbiana but to 
permit any municipality to have a 
distribution point if the city of- 
\ficials would take the responsibili- 
ty for loading the commodities, 
|trucking them to the municipality 
and then returning any unissued 
food, The distribution at all points 
;would have to be under the com- 
modity supervisor. 

Board members stated that they 
realized that the program was sub- 
ject to abuses but they felt that 
|the program provided a consider- 
able boost to the diet of many chil- 
dren and elderly people. The Board 
recognized that employment for 
junskilled workers is becoming’ in- 
creasingly difficult to find and 
also that the number of elderly 
citizens is increasing each year. 
Workers over 50 years of age en- 
counter more and more difficulty 
in finding work. After serious dis- 
cussion the Board concluded that 
the benefits from the continuation 
of the program outweighed the 
bad features.

ABRUZZI RYE’S EXCELLENT 

FOR EARLY FALL GRAZING 
Abruzzi rye can’t be beat for 

early fall grazing in Alabama. 

“Rye is an unusually hardy 
crop and furnishes earlier grazing 
than other small grains,” says Ex- 
tension Service agronomist O,. N. 
Andrews. 

“After rye starts to ‘boot’ in 
early spring, it makes poor graz- 
ing and isn’t good for hay or 
silage,” explains the Auburn Uni- 
versity staff member. 

So to lengthen the grazing sea- 
son, some farmers overseed with 
15 pounds of rye grass and 20 
pounds of crimson clover an arre. 
Then rye furnishes late winter 


and early spring grazing.

Continued To Needy In County 


Surplus commodities will be 
made available to the citizens of 
Shelby County during the fiscal 
year beginning October 1. The 
continuation of this program wes 
assured by the action of the Coun- 
ty Board of Revenue at its regu- 
lar meeting on Monday. It is esti- 
mated that about $400,000 worth 
of commodities will be made. avail- 
able to the needy people of Shelby 
County by the expenditure of 
$8,000 for the cost of distributing 
the food. 

The Board voted to maintain a 
jcentral distribution point at the 
warehouse in Columbiana but to 
permit any municipality to have a 
distribution point if the city of- 
\ficials would take the responsibili- 
ty for loading the commodities, 
trucking them to the municipality 
and then returning any unissued 
food. The distribution at all points 
;would have to be under the com- 
modity supervisor. 

Board members stated that they 
|realized that the program was sub- 
ject to abuses but they felt that 
|the program provided a consider- 
able boost to the diet of many chil- 
dren and elderly people. The Board 
recognized that employment for 


] 


junskilled workers is becoming’ in- 


creasingly difficult to find and 
also that the number of elderly 
citizens is increasing each year. 
Workers over 50 years of age en- 
counter more and more difficulty 
in finding work. After serious dis- 
cussion the Board concluded that 
the benefits from the continuation 
of the program outweighed the 
bad features.

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On Tuesday afternoon of last 
week I was called and asked to 
be at the White House at 5 p.m. 
I arrived at the appointed hour 
and found several other members 
of the House and Senate present. 
We were invited into the Cabinet 
Room where we met with Presi- 
dent Kennedy, the Secretary of 
State, and the Secretary of De- 
fense. President Kennedy inform- 
ed the group that the arrival in 
Cuba of air-to-air missiles, motor 
torpedo boats, and military tech- 
nicians: had been verified. The dis- 
cussion that followed lasted for 
approximately three-quarters of 
an hour. 

— Unheeded Warnings — 

As Chairman of the House Sub- 
committee on Inter-American Af- 
fairs; I have made every effort 
for almost three years to alert 
the Executive Branch and the 
American people to the grave 
danger Cuba and communism pose 
to our hemisphere. 

In January, 1960, I stated that 
democracy was dead in Cuba and 
asked for a firmer stand against 
Castro. 

In June, 1960, I pointed out that 
this country could not afford to 
ignore “mounting evidence that 
the present Cuban government is 
being used to further the inter- 
national communist conspiracy.” 

In August, 1960, I criticized the 
failure of the Inter-American Con- 
ference at San Jose, Costa Rica, 
tu face up directly to the threat 
of Castro. 

In March, 1961, I urged the end- 
ing of trade with Cuba. 

In April, 1961, I introduced a 
House Resolution calling for im- 
position of sanctions against Cuba 
and the immediate exclusion of 
Cuba from the Inter-American 
Defense Board. This Resolution 
was overwhelmingiy approved by 
the House. 

In June, 1961, I urged collective 
action against Cuba by the Or- 


ganization of American States. 


Early this year, following the 
conference at Punta del Este, 
Uruguay, which I attended and 
where the nations of the Western 
Hemisphere for the first time 
publicly recognized the danger of 
a Communist Cuba, I urged that 
we “continue and intensify our 
efforts to free the Cuban people 
from the tyranny of Castro and to 
turn back the international threat 
his government poses.”

in 1950. Poe’s first seed patch 
was planted from a small envelope 
of seed obtained on a Veterans 
agriculture class trip to the Soil 
Conservation Service Nursery at 
Thorsby. Increase from this small 
start has led to probably 60 acres 
of the new winter grazing crop. 

On the M. B. Bates’ farm at 
Vincent, eleven ounces planted 
the following year had blanketed 
at least 65 acres by the spring 
of 1961 with a strong volunteer 
stand. 


A couple of pounds planted in 
these early years by Carl Edfoldt 
and his father-in-law A. W. Baker, 
Montevallo, has covered most of 
their farms in 10 years.

‘GOOD SEEDLING ROOTS 
|ARE VERY IMPORTANT | 


A lot of work for nothing —| 
| that’s what planting tree seedlings | 
|may mean if their root systems 
aren’t kept moist. 

“Good root systems are neces- 
|sary,” explains Extension Service 
Forester Ike Martin. “And from 
the time of delivery until they’re 
j}set out roots must be kept moist. 
They will stay in good condition 
for three or four days if moisten- 
ed and stored in a cool place.” 

However, if it will be longer 
than a few days before the seed- 
lings are planted, heel them in 
a V-shaped trench. Spread them 
along the side of the trench and 
fill in with moist soil so that all 
the roots are well covered. Then 
drench with water, firm the soil, 
and keep it moist until planting. 

“When planting day arrives,” 
advises the Auburn University 
forester, “cover the roots with wet 
moss or put them in a puddle or 
bucket of water.” 

Never expose roots to the sun 
or wind for even a half hour.

BLOODIEST BATTLE 


Following the Battle of Antie-| 


tam or Sharpsburg, Maryland, the 
Confederate invasion of Maryland 
came to an end and the once pop- 
viar song “Maryland, My Mary- 
land” now seemed to have a hollow 
tune. 

In planning the invasion of 
Maryland, General Robert E. Lee 
called for a “deliverance of its 
people”, Hoping for widespread 
support in Maryland, he: divided 
his army into three divisions for 
the move. But Union forces, find- 
ing a lost copy of Lee’s orders, 
met him head-on at Sharpsburg, 
forcing him to concentrate his di- 
visions or be routed. 

Called the bloodiest battle of 
the Civil War, Sharpsburg smoul- | 
dered in battle smoke with likely 
more men killed and wounded 
than in any single day of the war. | 
One Confederate soldier recalled: 
“The sun seemed almost to go

All during Wallace’s campaign 
he stressed schools should be on 
the same level as ail the other 
Southeastern schools.

TO ALL TAX PAYERS OF SHELBY COUNTY 


It is the time of year, once again, for a report and a reminder from your Tax 
Assessor’s office. 


_ First, for the report - Our County is again operating under the largest budget of 
its history as our County continues to grow. Our assessed value for 1961 was 
$53,618,906. which is an increase over the previous year. 


__ This year, 1962, I am using a new real and personal property tax blank that is a 
big savings to the County in cost as well as_in storage space. The distribution of your 
1961 tax money was as follows: 


State, 317,740.25 

County, 380,506.27 
Schools, 375,247.88 
Hospital, 202,933.44 


The accuracy of our records again won the praise of the State Examiner of Public 
Accounts. 


Now for the reminder - If you (1) have taxable personal property such as stock of 
merchandise, tractors, boats, etc., (2) have bought or sold real estate, or (3) built or 
added to buildings, the law requires that you make a new assessment this year. How- 
ever, if you do not own any taxable personal property and have not made any changes 
in your real estate, this will not be necessary. Assessments must be made during Be: 
tober, November, or December. 


_ Any person that has bought a new car since last October Ist will have to present 
their bill-of-sale when purchasing a tag. All new cars this year will be taxable. vehi- 
cles bought between - 1, 1961 and December 31, 1961, will pay a full year tax. All 
vehicles bought between Jan. 1, 1962 and March 31, 1962 will pay % of a year tax. All 
vehicles bought between April 1, 1962 and June 30, 1962 will pay a half year tax. All 
= ees bought between July 1, 1962 and September 30, 1962 will pay a quarter year

By a vote of 256 to 134 the 
House of Representatives approv- 
ed. legislation last week authoriz- 
ing the United States to purchase 
up to $100 million in United Na- 
tions Bonds. These bonds are be- 


ing issued in order to alleviate 
the financial crisis in which the 
United Nations finds itself due 
to the failure of some of its mem- 
ber nations to pay their regular 
and Special assessments. 

Those who voted for this legis- 
lation were genuinely concerned 
less failure to approve these funds 
would wreck the United Nations. 
Others of us believed that the 
United Nations could best tackle 
its own long-range financial pro- 
blems when it meets this week fi| 
pressures on embers to pay over- 
due assessments were not allevia- 
ted by additional monetary assis- 
tance from the United States. 


- Financial Crisis - 

The reason for the United Na- | 
tions’ financial crisis is obvious. It | 
is in trouble because its own mem- 
bers are overdue in paying the 


bills for the operations which they | 


have authorized. As of June 30, 
1962, the United Nations deficit 


amounted to $137 million. On that | 


date, some 70 countries owed the 
United Nations money, in regular 
and special assessments, for 1961 


and prior years. If those arrears | 


were paid up, the United Nations 
would not be courting financial 
disaster. 

A few weeks ago, the 
Court handed down an advisory 
opinion which has a direct bearing 
on this issue. The 
effect, that the United Nations’ 
special assessments for its peace- 
keeping operations are as binding 
on its members «s the assessments 
for the regular Uni:zed Nations 
budget. Since, however, this opin- 
ion is advisory only, it must be 
adopted by a two-thirds vote of 
the General Assembly before it 
becomes binding on its members. 
Should this happen, delinquent 
members will have to pay their 
arrears or run the risk of losing 
their vote in the General Assem- 
bly under Article 19 of the United 
Nations Charter. 

By providing U. S. stopgap as- 
sistance at this moment, the pres- 
sures which may have forced the 
United Nztions members to face 
up to their financial responsibili- 
ties, in my opinion, have been 
relaxed.

GOOD SEEDLING ROOTS 
ARE VERY IMPORTANT 

A lot of work for nothing —| 
that’s what planting tree seedlings | 
|may mean if their root systems 
aren’t kept moist. 

“Good root systems are neces- 
jsary,” explains Extension Service 
Forester Ike Martin. “And from 
the time of delivery until they’re 
j}set out roots must be kept moist. 
They will stay in good condition 
for three or four days if moisten- 
ed and stored in a cool place.” 

However, if it will be longer 
than a few days before the seed- 
lings are planted, heel them in 
a V-shaped trench. Spread them 
along the side of the trench and 
fill in with moist soil so that all 
the roots are well covered. Then 
drench with water, firm the soil, 
and keep it moist until planting. 

“When planting day arrives,” 
advises the Auburn University 
forester, “cover the roots with wet 
|moss or put them in a puddle or 
|bucket of water.” 

Never expose roots to the sun 
or wind for even a half hour.

permanent equipment, and the 
addition of $44 million to the 
statewide school budget for teach- 
ers salaries and other school 
needs. With this kind of dough- 
re-me being talked about the only 
logical question which can ove 
raised by anyone here is: “Where's 
the money coming from, George?” 
All during Wallace’s campaign 
he stressed schools should be on 
the same level as ail the other 
Southeastern schools. And from 
all reliable information on this 
quest, it is believed that an esti- 
mated $90 million more in the 
Special Education Trust Fund will 
be required to accomplish this. 
The estimated receipts for 1962- 
63 were $148 million; yet, if the 
educational system were to be on 
the same average as Alabama's 
sister states, it would take $238 
million. Therefore, to get any- 
where near this kind of revenue, 
taxes are the subject of political 
conversation as far as fulfilling 
education’s needs are concerned. 
Several leading educators have 
indicated that the only tax which 
would do the proper job is an in- 
crease in property taxes. However 
no administration in the past has 
been able to hike this type tax in 
many a political moon and that 
when you get right down to the 
lick-log, trying to pass ‘a property 
tax increase measure is about as 
tough as finding a hickory nut in 
a peach orchard -- and if you 
don’t think so ask former Revenue 
Commissioner Harry Haven.

BLOODIEST BATTLE 


Following the Battle of Antie- | 


tam or Sharpsburg, Maryland, the 
Confederate invasion of Maryland 
came to an end and the once pop- 
viar song “Maryland, My Mary- 
land” now seemed to have a hollow 
tune. 

In planning the invasion of 
Maryland, General Robert E. Lee 
called for a “deliverance of its 
people”. Hoping for widespread 
support in Maryland, he: divided 
his army into three divisions for 
the move. But Union forces, find- 
ing a lost copy of Lee’s orders, 
met him head-on at Sharpsburg, 
forcing him to concentrate his di- 
visions or be routed. 

Called the bloodiest battle of 
the Civil War, Sharpsburg smoul- 
dered in battle smoke with likely 
more men killed and wounded 
than in any single day of the war. 
One Confederate soldier recalled: 
“The sun seemed almost to go 
backwards, and it appeared as if 
night would never come.” It be- 
came necessary for Lee’s army to 
withdraw into Virginia, making 
the invasion a disappointment 
rather than a deliverance for the 
people of Maryland. 

Lee’s soldiers had _ invaded 
Maryland singing “Maryland, My 
Maryland”, with zest; they re- 
treated from the state in silence. 
No longer did Confederate troops 
enjoy what they termed “the un- 
song song”. Some days after the 
Battle of Antietam, Thomas R. R. 
Cobb wrote his wife: “I have not 


heard ‘My Maryland’ sung, whis- | 


led or played by a band -- I heard 
one band struck the tune not long 
since and the men groaned and 
hissed until they di*.continued it.”

GOVERNOR CONTINUES 
INDUSTRY SEARCH 


Another new industry has moved 
into Alabama. 

Repeat this phrase 401 times -- 
that’s how many new industries 
have located in Alabama during 
the 44 months of the Patterson 
administration. In addition, 600 
existing plants have expanded, 
creating some 45,700 new jobs in 
industry for Alabama citizens. 

In the highly competitive world 
of attracting industry, Alabama 
wages an all-out campaign beyond 
the state borders to lure new man- 
ufacturing plants to the state. 
Away this week on an industry- 
hunting trip in the West was 
Gov. John Patterson. 

“Every new plant and expanded 
plant contributes to the general 
economy of the entire state,” the 
governor pointed out. “Industrial 
development not only creates new 
jobs for more workers but it also 
provided a higher standard of liv- 
ing for us all.” 

On his current trip, Gov. Pat- 
terson was to confer with nidus- 
trial prospects at Kansas City and 
Denver. 

Two legislative measures -- the 
Cater Act of 1949 and the Wallace 
Act of 1951 -- make it possible 
for industry to locate in Alabama 
with a minimum of capital outlay 
and with certain tax concessions. 
The acts allow any municipality 
in Alabama to set up a local in- 
dustrial development board, as a 
branch of local government, to 
promote new industry. 

Incoming Gov. George C. Wal- 
lace, who has made a number of | 
industry-hunting trips in recent 
months, was author of the Wallace 
Act.

SEGCO Story 
Part One 


The Southern Electric Generat- 
ing Company’s (SEGCO) 1,000,000 
kilowatt steam electric generating 
plant near Wilsonville, now near- 
ing completion, is the result of 
years of planning and work aimed 
to meet the growing electrical 
needs of the expanding south. 

In the early 1950’s, studies were 
initiated looking toward the most 
economical means of supplying a 
large block of low-cost power 
which could flow into both the 
Alabama Power Company and 
Georgis Power Company systems. 
These studies led to the conclusion 
in 1956 that a very large centrally 
located plant should be construc- 
ted fairly close to the vast Ala- 
bama coal reserves. Among the 
principal reasons for this conclu- 
sion was the fact that coal for the 
Georgia steam plants is subject 
to rail delivery over a considerable 
distance; another was the saving 
to be accomplished in construction 
costs and operating expenses by 
means of one very large generat- 
ing plant with big units, high 
steam pressures and temperatures, 
as compared with several smaller 
plants. Southern Electric Generat- 
ing Company (SEGCO) was cre- 
ated for this purpose in 1956. 
SEGCO is owned jointly by Ala- 
bama Power Company and Geor- 
gia Power Company, The Southern 
Company system’s two largest 
subsidiaries, and the generating 
eapacity of the plant is shared 
equally by these two companies.

PROMOTIONS DEDUCTIONS 
TO BEGIN OCTOBER 1 


On Oct. 1, Alabama’s cattlemen 
will begin donating 10 cents per 
head of cattle sold to a beef pro- 
motion program designed to up 
the market for Alabama-produced 
beef. 

Cattlemen approved the Ala- 
bama Cattlemen’s Assn. sponsored 
program in a statewide vote last 
month. It had earlier been passed 
by the Legislature as an amend- 
ment to the constitution and by 
popular vote May 1. 

The new law allows stockyards 
and meat packing plants to deduct 
10 cents per head of all cattle 
selling for more than $10 a head. 

Cattlemen who do not wish to 
participate may indicate this and 
the money will not be deducted. 
They also ‘have 30 days in which 
to request a refund if they wish. 

The money will be collected by

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Public Aiikieice To 
Cost State $15 Million 


In-the state’s new fiscal year 
starting next: week, Alabama 
plans to spend $115 million for 
publie assistance programs. 

The 1962-63 budget, adopted 
last week, represents an increase 
of about $15 million over the cur- 
rent year’s expenditures. Contin- 
uing a trend of several years, the 
new budget is an all-time record 
high. - 

“It is a source of great pride 
that we are able to pay higher 
and higher benefits to old age 
pensioners and other public assis- 
tance ‘recipients,” Goy. Patterson 
said. “For the most part, pension- 
ers have no one else to help theia 
buy the necessities of life.” 

The governor said the average 
old age pensioner’s check for Oc- 
tober should pass the $70-mark. 
,, Already some 55,000 pensioners 
are receiving $75 or more each 
month. These are recipients. in 
greatest need, with no outside in- 
come at all, including several 
thousand confined to nursing 
komes. Maximum payment for 
pensioners in nursing homes is 
$175 monthly. 

Commissioner Alvin T. Prest- 
wood of the State Department of 
Pensions and Security said about 
102,000 persons draw old age 
pensions. 

Under the 1962-63 budget, pay- 
ments for the blind will average 
about $48.50 monthly; for the dis- 
abled, $45; for families receiving 
aid for dependent children, $47; 
to children in foster care, $36.50; 
and for emergency cases, $12.50. 

The programs of medical care 
for pensioners and other needy 
persons is budgeted to receive 
about $10 million. 

Members of the State Board of 
Pensions and Security, which 
passed on the new budget, include 
Goy. Patterson, chairman; Hugh 
Kirkland of Newville, who was 
appointed earlier this month; Mrs.

100 Years Ago 


NATHAN B. FORREST 


With the need for better equip- 
ped cavalry arising, and horses 
hard to obtain, it is little wonder 
that General Nathan B. Forrest 
went from battlefield duty into his 
home state of Tennessee to raise 
cavalry recruits. His talent for 
“know how,” coupled with his 
wealth, made him an ideal choice. 
Having personally equipped his 
own mounted battalion, he was 
told September 25, 1862, to go inte 
Tennessee and raise at least six 
battalions for the Confederacy. 

When Forrest enlisted as a pri- 
vate a month before his 40th birth- 
day, he had risen from poverty to 
become a wealthy business man 
and Memphis alderman. He made 
his money out of cotton, real es- 
tate, livestock and slave trading. 
With almost no formal schooling, 
he had been helping support his 
widowed mother and numerous 
brothers and sisters since he was 
15. “There was six feet-two of 
him, lithe and powerful of build, 
with steady eyes . . . altogether 
a man of striking and command- 
ing presence.” 

A born military genius, his 
“Get there first with the mosi, 
men,” sums up most of the great 
military works of all times, and 
gave him the nickname of “Fus- 
test with the mostest” Forrest. 
Once within two weeks he cap- 
tured enough horses to re-mount 
his entire force. His attacks on 
enemy supply lines led to the 
delay of the Union’s offensive 
against Vicksburg by six months.

Toward the end of the War, 
Forrest suffered defeat in fight- 
ling near Montevallo and in the 
Battle of Selma. He surrendered

Mississippi River.

Report from Washington

With the possibility of adjourn- 
ing within the next two weeks, 
Congress last week was extremely 
busy. In addition to conference re- 
ports and other legislation, the 
House debated and passed the con- 
troversial Foreign Aid Appropri- 
ations Bill. 

- Cuts Sustained - 

The Administration had reques- 
ted $4.85 billion in aid funds for 
the next fiscal year but the Ap- 
propriations Committee cut this 
amount by $1.25 billion. When the 
bill reached the floor of the House 
of Representatives, the President 
made a strong appeal to restore 
the reduction. The House, how- 
ever, approved the committee’s 
action. 

The largest reduction was a 
$200 million cut from the Devel- 
opment Loan Fund. Also reduced 
were appropriations for the Peace 
Corps and the Alliance for Pro- 
gress. 

In addition to sustaining the 
Appropriations Committee’s action 
in reducing funds, the 
amended the measure to deny aid 
to any country whose ships are 
used to deliver arms er equipment 
to Cuba or that provide the Cuban 
regime with economic or military 
aid. 

-Farm Bill Passes - 

Among the conference reports 
considered last week, none was 
adopted by a closer vote )202-197) 
than the report on the omnibus 
farm bill. This vote marks the 
third time the House of Repre- 
sentatives has voted on similar 
legislation during the current 
session. 

In June the House defeated an 
Administration-backed bill but ap- 
proximately a month later adopted 
a watered-down measure. The 
legislation passed last week was 


House |- 


a compromise between the House 
bill and a much tougher Senate 
version. Senate approval of the 
conference report is expected this 
week, 


- College Aid - 


Another conference report of 
importance did not fare as well in 
the House last week and was re- 
jected by a vote of 214 to 186, 
This was the Administration's 
College Aid Bill which authorized 
$1.5 billion in grants and loans 
over a five year period to public 
and private colleges for construc- 
tion of classrooms and libraries, 
$250 million in grants to junior 
colleges, and approximately $600 
million in student loans over 3 
five year period. 

In the debate, opponents of the 
measure concentrated their fire 
on the student loan provision. The 
major factor in the bill’s rejection 
however was the widespread op- 
position to grants to church-re- 
lated colleges on the grounds that 
such grants are unconstitutional. 
Although the House-Senate con- 
ferences can report back another 
compromise version of the bill, 
there is little likelihood this will 
happen. Consequently, the meas- 
ure is apparently dead for this 
session of Congress.

There are many ways to mea- 
sure whether a product’s a bar- 
gain or not, but Auburn Univer- 
sity Dairy Specialist John Parrish 
says, the dairy industry provides 
a family of foods that qualify as 
bargains for almost anyone. 

The health values are tremen- 
dous for below reasonable cost, 
notes the Extension Service spec- 
ialist. 

Milk and milk products are the 
chief source of calcium in the 
American diet and they also sup- 
ply animal protein and ribolavin. 
Other milk nutrients are thiamine, 
vitamin A, ascorbic acid and vita- 
min D. 

And since there’s practically no 
waste of any kind with dairy pro- 
ducts, the homemaker gets a full 
pound of usable product for every 
one she buys. 

Estimates by experts show that 
the average American ate 1,488 
pounds of food in 1960. And al- 
most 30 per cent of the food 
bought was milk or products made 
from milk, says Parrish. 


COMPOST AREAS SERVE 
MORE THAN ONE PURPOSE 


With cold weather lurking just 
around the corner, many Alabam- 
ians are building compost areas. 

Hobbyists with flower or vege- 
table gardens will be making their 
compost areas from piled hedge 
trimmings, dead flowers, leaves, 
lawn trimmings and cotton husks. 

“Since dead leaves will be plen- 
tiful, they’ll provide an important 
source of compost,” says Exten- 
sion Service Horticulturist Troy 
Keeble. 

“And smart gardeners, looking 
forward to spring, will pack leaves 
and sprinkle them with water and 
fertilizer to hasten decay.” 

Then in the spring, the compost 
can be used as mulch or a soil 
conditioner in gardens or around 
flowers or shrubbery. “If compost 
is put down two or three inches 
deep, it’ll save moisture, help 
control weeds and grass, lower 
soil temperature in hot weather 
and condition the soil,” says the 
Auburn University staff member.

PROMOTIONS DEDUCTIONS 
TO BEGIN OCTOBER |! 


On Oct. 1, Alabama’s cattlemen 
will begin donating 10 cents per 
head of cattle sold to a beef pro- 
motion program designed to up 
the market for Alabama-produced 
beef. 

Cattlemen approved the Ala- 
bama Cattlemen's Assn. sponsored 
program in a statewide vote last 
month, It had earlier been passed 
by the Legislature as an amend- 
ment to the constitution and by 
popular vote May 1. 

The new law allows stockyards 
and meat packing plants to deduct 
10 cents per head of all cattle 
selling for more than $10 a head. 

Cattlemen who do not wish to 
participate may indicate this and 
the money will not be deducted. 
They also have 30 days in which 
to request a refund if they wish. 

The money will be collected by 
the State Department of Agricul- 
ture and Industries and turned

Guest Speakers To Be At Montevallo Church 


SEGCO Story 
Part One 


The Southern Electric Generat- 
ing Company’s (SEGCO) 1,000,000 
kilowatt steam electric generating 
plant near Wilsonville, now near- 
ing completion, is the result of 
years of planning and work aimed 
to meet the growing electrical 
needs of the expanding south. 

In the early 1950’s, studies were 
initiated looking toward the most 
economical means of supplying a 
large block of low-cost power 
which could flow into both the 
Alabama Power Company and 
Georgis Power Company systems. 
These studies led to the conclusion 
in 1956 that a very large centrally 
located plant should be construc- 
ted fairly close to the vast Ala- 
bama coal reserves. Among the 
principal reasons for this conclu- 
sion was the fact that coal for the 
Georgia steam plents is subject 
to rail delivery over a considerable 
distance; another was the saving 
to be accomplished in construction 
costs and operating expenses by 
means of one very large generat- 
ing plant with big units, high 
steam pressures and temperatures, 
as compared with several smaller 
plants. Southern Electric Generat- 
ing Company (SEGCO) was cre- 
ated for this purpose in 1956. 
SEGCO is owned jointly by Ala- 
bama Power Company and Geor- 
gia Power Company, The Southern 
Company system’s two largest 
subsidiaries, and the generating 
capacity of the plant is shared 
equally by these two companies. 

A number of potential sites 
were studied and finally the loca- 
tion on the Coosa River near Wil- 
sonville was chosen. This location 
had the advantage of being within 
economical transmission distance 
of both Alabama and Georgia load 
éenters; in easy reach of the War- 


” Methodist board, Alabema division, American|rior and Cahaba coal fields of 


Alabama; there was adequate 
cooling water available, a suitable 
rock foundation, and the site had 
ready access to both railroad and 
highway transportation. These na- 
tural advantages coupled with the 
cooperative and friendly attitude 
of the officials and citizens of 
Shelby County resulted in selec- 
tion of this site. 

Design and engineering work 
on the plant was undertaken by 
Southern Services, Inc., of Bir- 
mingham, the mutual service com- 
pany of The Southern Company 
system, and arrangements were 
made for Alabama Power Com- 
pany to construct the plant for 
SEGCO. 

Preparation of the 1100 acre 
plant site of what is now known 
as SEGCO No 1 Steam Plant was 
commenced in 1957 and construc- 
tion of the power plant structure 
was b.egun the following year. 

By the end of 1958 construction 
of the foundations for the first 
two of the four 250,000 kilowatt 
generating units to be installed 
was well advanced and erectien of 
steel for Unit 1 boiler room had 
been commenced, 

In 1958 SEGCO also started 
construction of two coal mines to 
provide the major portion of the 
fuel required for the plant - one 
in the Warrior coal field near 
Parrish, Alabama, having an an- 
nual production of 1,500,000 tons 
and one in the Cahaba coal field 
jnear Maylene, Alabama, designed 
to produce 500,000 tons per year. 

Thus in 1958 SEGCO had well 
underway a construction program 
which, in the next four years, was 
to cost approximately $151,500,000,

Montevallo Edges 
Thompson 12-6

Montevallo found the going 
rough but scored twice in the 
first half and held on to the lead 
to defeat Thompson 12-7 at Mon- 
tevallo last Friday. It was the 
second county and conference win 
for the Bulldogs. 

Halfback John Starks, work- 
horse for the nigh’, accounted for 
both Bulldog touchdowns. The 
155-lb. sparkplug lugged the lea- 
ther 23 times for a total of 189 
yards. Besides his ground work, 
Starks pulled in a Don Hurt pass 
for 16 mere yards. 

In the Bulldogs’ first touchdown 
drive which covered 63 yards, 
Starks rammed the line five times 
to move 48 yards before he scored 
from the two. Larry Pack and 
Eddie~Gentry~ had short gains to 
help cover the distance. 

A 20-yard heave from Hurt to 
Bill Scott set up the second Bull- 
dog TD, after an exchange of 
punts in the second quarter. Again 
it was Starks going in from the 
two. This time the drive traveled 
55 yards. 

Thompson’s aerial attack, in 
which the Warriors completed 10 
of 16 passes, paid off for a touch- 
down in the closing moments of 
the second quarter. 

Starting from his own 38, Tom- 
my Kelly threw four passes and 
collected six points for Thompson. 
The payoff toss covered 45 yards, 
with Roger Bentley on the receiv- 
ing end. Johnny Busby scored the 
point after. 

Both teams threatened in the 
second half, but scoring was done 
with. The five-yard line was as 
close as the Bulldogs could come, 
while the Warriors drove to Mon- 
tevallo’s one before they were 
stopped. 

In the Bulldog drive that ended 
with a fumble on the Thompson 
five, Starks got away for the 
longest run of the night — a 63- 
yard jaunt. With nothing between 
Starks and that final stripe but 
green grass, Busby caught him 
from behind on the 25. From there 
Johnny Lovelady gained nine, and 
Starks cracked the line twice for 
three yards each time before the 
Warriors fell on a Bulldog fumble 
to quiet the threat at the five. 

The Warriors’ second-half threat 
started on Thompson’s 12 and 
wound up on Montevallo’s one, 
where the Bulldog line rose to the 
call when faced with a first-and- 
goal situation. 

Aided by a backfield-in-motion 
penalty which set the Warriors 
back to the six, the Bulldogs held 
firm, pushing the onsurging en- 
emy back to the 15 where the ball 
went over on downs.

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Cost State $15 Million|Amos A. Holman 


Inthe state’s new fiscal year 
starting next: week, Alabama 
plans to spend $115 million for 
public assistance programs. 

The 1962-63 budget, adopted 
last week, represents an increase 
of about $15 million over the cur- 
rent year’s expenditures. Contin- 
uing a trend of several years, the 
new budget is an all-time record 
high. - 

“It is a source of great pride 
that we are able to pay higher 
and higher benefits to old age 
pensioners and other public assis- 
tance ‘recipients,” Goy. Patterson 
said. “For the most part, pension- 
ers have no one else to help thei 
buy the necessities of life.” 

The governor said the average 
old age pensioner’s check for Oc- 
tober should pass the $70-mark. 
,, Already some 55,000 pensioners 
are receiving $75 or more each 
month. These are recipients. in 
greatest need, with no outside in- 
come at all, including several 
thousand confined to nursing 
homes. Maximum payment for 
pensioners in nursing homes is 
$175 monthly. 

Commissioner Alvin T. Prest- 
wood of the State Department of 
Pensions and Security said about 
102,000 persons draw old age 
pensions. 

Under the 1962-63 budget, pay- 
ments for the blind will average 
about $48.50 monthly; for the dis- 
abled, $45; for families receiving 
aid for dependent children, $47; 
to children in foster care, $36.50; 
and for emergency cases, $12.50. 

The programs of medical care 
for pensioners and other needy 
persons is budgeted to receive 
about $10 million. 

Members of the State Board of 
Pensions and Security, which 
passed on the new budget, include 
Goy. Patterson, chairman; Hugh 
Kirkland of Newville, who was 
appointed earlier this month; Mrs.

Cruelty To Animals 
Can Bring $50 Fine 


The state of Alabama last Sep- 
tember in a special legislative 
session passed a “protective cus- 
tody” law which gives humane 
society officials more authority in 
cruelty-to-animal cases, 

The law, written by Jefferson 
County’s Sen. Lawrence Dumas, 
gives an officer or employee of a 
humane society the right to pick 
up ‘a sick, neglected, disabled or 
mistreated animal and take it to 
a shelter. for-care and attention. 

The owner has 10 days to claim 
his animal, during which time he 


must pay the expenses: for the|ty to animals. There is another 


care of the: animal at the shelter. 


The humane society also must | 


determine whether the animal’s 
living conditions are suitable be- 
fore it is returned to the owner.

CAPITOL HILL — Grave con- 


cern over the “vernal bombard- 


ments made by some of Ala- 
bama’s top political figures in the 
Mississippi segregation case has 
been expressed by Attorney Gen- 
eral-elect Richmond Flowers. 

Apparently, Flowers had refer- 
ence to the developments over the 
recent federal court decision to 
integrate the University of Missis- 
sippi. After this decision by the 
U. S. Supreme Court to desegre- 
gate the school, both Governor 
John Patterson, Governor-nominee 
George Wallace and other politi- 
cal leaders here issued statements 
to Mississippi Governor Ross Bar- 
nett urging state defiance of the 
high court’s order and promising 
similar action in this state. 

In an exclusive interview, Ala- 
bama’s newly-elected top legal 
officer felt that the apparent 
reason these politicos have con- 
cerned themselves over the pres- 
ent Mississippi case was for the 
purpose of “fattening their own 
political statures, rather than in- 
teresting themselves in the stabi- 
lization of Alabama’s position as 
a segregated state.” 

It was his further belief that 
“when the leaders of our state 
meddle in the federal actions in 
other states then it can only has- 
ten the inevitable federal action 
against the state of Alabama.” 
Why would this happen? it was 
asked of Flowers. 

Flowers replied, “To advise our 
sister-states, while pre-announcing 
our plans of defiance of any fed- 
eral order, is worse than waving 
a red flag in a bull’s face. This 
completely disrobes us of legal 
defenses and delaying maneuvers.” 

Is there any way Alabama can 


help Mississippi in its present 
fight? 
“Moral support and _ fervent 


prayers for success is all we can 
actually offer,” Flowers said. “We 
should remember Mississippi stood 
by and watched the University of 
Alabama fight a similar desegre- 
gation case several years ago 
without advising or meddling. 
Then just last year Mississippi 
stood quietly by when the so-called 
Freedom Riders invaded Alabama 
znd no doubt profited by our early 
mistakes and handled the situa- 
tion there very successfully as 
compared to our miserable failure.” 

What role do you think Alabama 
leaders should play in the Missis- 
sippi case? 

“We should stand like a stub- 
born bull and enjoy the successes 
or profit by any mistakes made 
in that state. Alabama’s politicians 
should realize that the time has 
come to stop fanning burning 
election issues and start facing 


cern themselves with how their 
| actions will affect the people of 
| Alabama.” 

How do you feel toward state 
vificials defying court desegrega- 
ion orders even of it means jail 
\for them? 

Flowers pointed out, “The citi- 
zenry of this state should be aware 
jthat the question is not whether 
the federal courts can or cannot 
| jail a state official who defys them. 
This authority is unchallenged. 
The only question is whether they 
will or will not use this authority. 

“The leaders of Mississippi 
willing to test the sincerity of the 
|\federal courts have great courage. 
At the moment, however, I cannot 
personally see how jailed public 
officials could in any way serve 
as a deliverance of these critical 
problems. To say again, what can 
be accomplished by our mouthy 
utterances? Alabama can be 
thankful this question will be ap- 
parently settled in Mississippi. 
Therefore, all Alabama o/iicials 

aust ponder its effectiveness.” 


In conclusion, Flowers unequiv- 
locally placed himself alongside 
“our level-headed leaders” desiring 
|to maintain Alabama’s segregated 
laws; yet, at the same time he 
warned: ' 

“Our state should place _ itself 
nto the position of a football 
scout silently watching and closely 
studying a team in action which 
he knows will be later on his 
schedule; and that Alabama’s pub- 
lic officiels should well remember 
that a fighter who telegraphs his 
punches positions himself to be 
knocked out!”

NATHAN B. FORREST 


With the need for better equip- 
ped cavalry arising, and horses 
hard to obtain, it is little wonder 
that General Nathan B. Forrest 
went from battlefield duty into his 
home state of Tennessee to raise 
cavalry recruits. His talent for 
“know how,” coupled with his 
wealth, made him an ideal choice. 
Having personally equipped his 
own mounted battalion, he was 
told September 25, 1862, to go inte 
Tennessee and raise at least six 
battalions for the Confederacy. 

When Forrest enlisted as a pri- 
vate a month before his 40th birth- 
day, he had risen from poverty to 
become a wealthy business man 
and Memphis alderman. He made 
his money out of cotton, real es- 
tate, livestock and slave trading. 
With almost no formal schooling, 
he had been helping support his 
widowed mother and numerous 
brothers and sisters since he was 
15. “There was six feet-two of 
him, lithe and powerful of build, 
with steady eyes . . . altogether 
a man of striking and command- 
ing presence.” 

A born military genius, his 
“Get there first with the mosi, 
men,” sums up most of the great 
military works of all times, and 
gave him the nickname of “Fus- 
test with the mostest” Forrest. 
Once within two weeks he cap- 
tured enough horses to re-mount 
his entire force. His attacks on 
enemy supply lines led to the 
delay of the Union’s offensive 
against Vicksburg by six months. 
Five of his brothers and two of 
his half brothers say military ser- 
vice for the Confederacy. 

Toward the end of the War, 
Forrest suffered defeat in fight- 
ing near Montevallo and in the 
Battle of Selma. He surrendered 
the command of General 
Richard Taylor on May 4, 1865, 
at Citonelle, Alabama — the last 
army to surrender east of the 
Mississippi River.

Report from Washington

With the possibility of adjourn- 
ing within the next two weeks, 
Congress last week was extremely 
busy. In addition to conference re- 
ports and other legislation, the 
House debated and passed the con- 
troversial Foreign Aid Appropri- 
ations Bill. 

- Cuts Sustained - 

The Administration had reques- 
ted $4.85 billion in aid funds for 
the next fiscal year but the Ap- 
propriations Committee cut this 
amount by $1.25 billion. When the 
bill reached the floor of the House 
of Representatives, the President 
made a strong appeal to restore 
the reduction. The House, how- 
ever, approved the committee’s 
action. 

The largest reduction was a 
$200 million cut from the Devel- 
opment Loan Fund. Also reduced 
were appropriations for the Peace 
Corps and the Alliance for Pro- 
gress. | 

In addition to sustaining the 
Appropriations Committee’s action 
in reducing funds, the 
amended the measure to deny aid 
to any country whose ships are 
used to deliver arms er equipment 
to Cuba or that provide the Cuban 
regime with economic or military 
aid. 

-Farm Bill Passes - 

Among the conference reports 
considered last week, none was 
adopted by a closer vote )202-197) 
than the report on the omnibus 
farm bill. This vote marks the 
third time the House of Repre- 
sentatives has voted on similar 
legislation during the current 
session. 

In June the House defeated an 
Administration-backed bill but ap- 
proximately a month later adopted 
a watered-down measure. The 
legislation passed last week was 


House |> 


a compromise between the House 
bill and a much tougher Senate 
version. Senate approval of the 
conference report is expected this 
week, 


- College Aid - 


Another conference report of 
importance did not fare as well in 
the House last week and was re- 
jected by a vote of 214 to 186, 
This was the Administration’s 
College Aid Bill which authorized 
$1.5 billion im grants and loans 
over a five year period to public 
and private colleges for construc- 
tion of classrooms and libraries, 
$250 million in grants to junior 
colleges, and approximately $600 
million in student loans over 3 
five year period. 

In the debate, opponents of the 
measure concentrated their fire 
on the student loan provision. The 
major factor in the bill’s rejection 
however was the widespread op- 
position to grants to church-re- 
lated colleges on the grounds that 
such grants are unconstitutional. 
Although the House-Senate con- 
ferences can report back another 
compromise version of the bill, 
there is little likelihood this will 
happen. Consequently, the meas- 
ure is apparently dead for this 
session of Congress.

There are many ways to mea- 
sure whether a product’s a bar- 
gain or not, but Auburn Univer- 
sity Dairy Specialist John Parrish 
says, the dairy industry provides 
a family of foods that qualify as 
bargains for almost anyone. 

The health values are tremen- 
dous for below reasonable cost, 
notes the Extension Service spec- 
ialist. 

Milk and milk products are the 
chief source of calcium in the 
American diet and they also sup- 
ply animal protein and ribolavin. 
Other milk nutrients are thiamine, 
vitamin A, ascorbic acid and vita- 
min D. 

And since there’s practically no 
waste of any kind with dairy pro- 
ducts, the homemaker gets a full 
pound of usable product for every 
one she buys. 

Estimates by experts show that 
the average American ate 1,488 
pounds of food in 1960. And al- 
most 80 per cent of the food 
bought was milk or products made 
from milk, says Parrish. 


COMPOST AREAS SERVE 
MORE THAN ONE PURPOSE 


With cold weather lurking just 
around the corner, many Alabam- 
ians are building compost areas. 

Hobbyists with flower or vege- 
table gardens will be making their 
compost areas from piled hedge 
trimmings, dead flowers, 
lawn trimmings and cotton husks.

“Since dead leaves will be plen- 
tiful, they’ll provide an important 


source of compost,” says Exten- 
sion Service Horticulturist Troy 
Keeble. 

“And smart gardeners, looking 
forward to spring, will pack leaves 
and sprinkle them with water and 
fertilizer to hasten decay.” 

Then in the spring, the compost 
can be used as mulch or a soil 
conditioner in gardens or around 
flowers or shrubbery. “If compost 
is put down two or three inches 
deep, it’ll save moisture, help 
control weeds and grass, lower 
soil temperature in hot weather 
and condition the soil,” says the 
Auburn University staff member.

A bipartisan Presidential com- 
mission, headed the dean of the 
graduate school of the University 
of North Carolina, recently issued 
a report which proposes tax in- 
centives as a means of encourag- 
ing the average taxpayer to take 
a more active part in campaigns 
for public office. 

The report climaxes a lengthy 
investigation by a nine-man com- 
mission on the costs of campaign- 
ing. It includes several recommen- 
dations designed to enable citizens 
to participate more fully in our 
democratic elective process 
through financial contributions to 
the party or candidate of their 
choice. 

Although the report’s observa- 
tions are made with Presidential 
campaigns in mind, most of the 
findings can be applied also to 
campaigns on the state and local 
level. 

The commission proposes two 
types of tax incentives - - credit 
and deduction - 
apply to anyone contributing to 
political parties or candidates. An 
individual could subtract, under 
the tax credit plan, half the 
amount of his political contribu- 
tions. A maximum subtraction of 
$10 per year would be allowed. 
Or, he could claim a deduction of 
up to $1,000 when filing his in- 
come tax return. The credit sys- 
tem is recommended by the Com- 
mission aS encouraging larger 
numbers of small gifts, while the 
deduction would stimulate more 
medium-sized contributions. 

The deduction would be admin- 
istered like any other similar tax 
deduction. However, an _ interest- 
ing method of administering the 
tax credit was proposed. The con- 
tributor would buy a_ special 
money order at the post office. 
The main part of the money order, 
addressed after its purchase, 
would be sent to the political 
party or committee. The contribu-

In 1960, over $8 billion was do- 
nated in the United States in 
voluntary contributions for chari- 
religious and educational 
purposes.

During the same year, the total 
spent on election activities on all 
levels of government came to ap- 
proximately $170 million. This is 
about one dollar per person in the 
nation. However, the contributions 
came from only 10 million persons, 
with the largest amounts coming 
from even fewer sources.

CAPITOL HILL -- If someone 
told you one member of your 
family must die what would you 
do? How would you choose? 

This is similar to the problem 
which today confronts Alabama’s 
nine Democratic Congressmen.

It’s best to stay from isolated, 
untested swimming holes.

The commission proposes two 
types of tax incentives - - credit 
and deduction - - which would 
apply to anyone contributing to

HENRY HOTZE’S INDEX 

A weekly publication, the IN- 
DEX, rolled its first issue off the 
press in London on May 1, 1862. 
Its editor was 27 year old Henry 
Hotze, newsman from Mobile, 
Alabama, with a mission abroad 
‘o give reliable news and to build 
up better understanding between 
England and the South. He had 
arrived in London early in 1862 


'as commercial agent of the Con-| 


jederacy. 

After six months of operation, 
the INDEX had correspondents in 
the United States, France and 
Germany; contributors to the pub- 
lication included outstanding liter- 
ary and professiona)] writers in 
England and America; and in 
three years Hotze’s weekly was 
read in three countries. This wide 
distribution caused the editor to 
highly admired and quoted 
widely. He was popular in both 
Houses of Parliament and the 
British Cabinet. 

But with al] the seeming success 
Hotze never gained the recogni- 
tion of the Confederacy from 
England and France. His foreign 
program was never outlined to 
him step by step but the intention 
jof his appointment was perhaps 
three-fold:

Mr. Sparks says: “If monthly 
revenue estimates, utilized by the 
legislature in making all appro- 
priations, for the entire twelve- 
month period are collected, then 
the full amounts appropriated for 
education and other funds will be 
realized”,

The bill stipulates that three 
directors will be appointed by the 
President, six elected by public 
stockholders, and six by industry 
stockholders.

The bill stipulates that three 
directors will be appointed by the 
President, six elected by public 
stockholders, and six by industry 
stockholders. 


During the House debate on the 
space-age measure, the public was 
cautioned that investment in the 
corporation would not constitute 
a quick money-making scheme. It 
was estimated that the corpora- 
tion would pay no dividends for 
at least seven years, if not longer. 

Through the program, communi- 
cations satellites will receive tele- 
phone and television signals from 
earth and transmit them almost 
instantly to telephones or tele- 
vision sets in homes and offices.

We 
were very impressed, and received 
much helpful information. This 
conventoin gave us a broader out- 
look on our school situation. It 
also gave us much encouragement, 
for we realide that our State 
P.T.A. has become an influential 
organization whose primary aim 
is to provide a substantial educa- 
tion for the children of Alabama.

the ground, from a moving vehi- 


jcle, or even from a man’s shoulder. 


We were then taken to the Na- 
tional Aeronautics and Space Ada- 
|ministration Laboratory where 
space exploration is carried on. It 
was explained that the primary 
|function at this lab was to build 
‘rocket boosters. The Saturn Boos- 
ter which was fired successfully 
from Cape Canaveral on April 26, 
1962 was built there. From the 
laboratory we went the test 
division where the boosters are 
|fired just as they are at the Cape, 
only they are not released. It 
takes 40,000 gals. of water per 
minute for cooling during this 
test. They have 6 million tons of 
concrete at the base of this test- 
ing structure, for smoke chambers 
which are tunneled underground. 
They spend $30,000 for fuel alone 
for one test, we were told. 


We then passed the Army Guid- 
ed Missile School and returned to 
the auditorium where Mr. C. J. 
Markvart, Chief of Training Aid 
Division, spoke to us, explaining

'100 Years Ago 


SNAIL’S PACE TRAVEL 


One hundred years ago, 
roads were receiving a fair share 
of blame for inefficiency in ser- 
vice to the Confederacy. Food in 
the South might as well not have 
existed as far as its reaching 
the hungry soldiers in Virginia 
Was concerned. Such was the state 
lof affairs because of the lack of 
transportation facilities and good 
management. 

In 1862 railroad services were 
beginning to worsen because of 
outmoded engines and cars, rotten 
crossties, broken rails and almost 
no equipment for repairs. Between 
Chattanooga and Nashville 1200 
rails were broken which slowed 


|this time it took eight days for a 
soldier to travel by train from 
Manassas to Augusta, Georgia. 
Oftentimes food shipped by train | 
was unfit for use upon arrival. 
Any expansion as to new lines, 
or 
hindered because of the lack of 
equipment. Railroads were 80 
badly needed that many times a 
line of little importance was seiz- 


*|ed and its materials used at some 


more vital point. 

The lack of standard guage for 
railroads was a serious handicap. 
As much as four inches difference 
in guages was often the case. This 
difference, plus the fact tracks 
never joined at terminals, meant 
much unloading and reloading, and 
slower transportation. 

Accommodations for rail pas- 
sengers were pitiful, or lacking 
altogether. Floors and seats were 
often filled with civilians and 
soldiers, many sick or drunk. The 
only supply of water was occas- 
ionally a barrrel brought in with 
its tin dipper. Such crowded con- 
ditions led to the use of freight 
cars for passengers, boxcars in 
cold weather and even the top of 
such cars if weather permitted. 


If railroads could be called the 
arteries of travel during the Civil 
| War, then wagon trains could be 
termed the veins. Foods and pack- 
ages could be gathered by mule 
teams and hauled to and from 
railway and in turn to 
camps. There was much rejoicing 
at camps to see mule teams bring- 
ing mail and boxes from home.

The soybean specialist explains 
the night-day relationship this 
way: When soybeans reach the 
llength of night to which that 
variety is sensitive, vegetative 
growth stops and flowernig be- 
gins. So early variety is one which 
favors shorter nights because it 
needs fewer hours of darkness 
than a late variety to cause 
blooming. 

Bright moonlight won’t usually 
affect soybeans, says Bond, but 
it may affect some other non-crop 
plants. However, sign board lights 
in or near soybeans are another 
story. 

He cites an example where a 
commercial seed company kept an 
electrically lighted sign on during

Then 
we knew, with this many people 
working and voting in behalf of 
education in Alabama that we 


would soon make great strides |

The Theme of the State Con- 
vention was “Home - Launching 
Pad For Learning”. Thursday 
morning Mrs. W. L. Mussett, Vice- 
President of Region III of the 
National Congress of Parents and 
Teachers, spoke stressing that the 
home is the basic unit of learning. 
She said “We as parents must 
teach our children to be brave, 
honest, and considerate of others. 
Our Parent-Teacher Associations 


should work—to~help-create~better 
homes and adequate schools for 
our children, and help develop a 
better understanding between the 
educators and parents.

We were then taken to the Na- 
tional Aeronautics and Space Aa- 
}ministration Laboratory where 
|space exploration is carried on. It 
was explained that the primary 
|function at this lab was to build 
'rocket boosters. The Saturn Boos- 
ter which was fired successfully 
from Cape Canaveral on April 26, 
1962 was built there. From the 
laboratory we went the test 
division where the boosters are 
fired just as they are at the Cape, 
only they are not released. It 
takes 40,000 gals. of water per 
minute for cooling during this 
test. They have 6 million tons of 
concrete at the base of this test- 
ing structure, for smoke chambers 
which are tunneled underground. 
They spend $30,000 for fuel alone 
for one test, we were told. 

We then passed the Army Guid- 
ed Missile School and returned to 
the auditorium where Mr. C. J. 
Markvart, Chief of Training Aid 
Division, spoke to us, explaining

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CAPITOL HILL -- What's hap- 
pened to all the hue and cry over 
Folsomism? Once again the poli- 
tical tone has shifted now that 
James Folsom has finally come 
to rest at Buck’s Pocket, But 
many politicos didn’t think it 
would be that way two weeks ago 
after Ryan deGraffenried found 
himself in the runoff against 
frontrunner George Wallace. 

Shortly after deGraf knew he 
was in the number two spot, he 
immediately claimed his narrow 
victory over Large James was the 
voters rejection of Folsomism -- 
thus presumably setting the tone 
for the runoff. He further felt 
“there was a new revolt against 
Folsomism and a large part of 
Wallace’s vote went to him be- 
cause the people thought he was 
the only man who could beat 
Folsom.” 

Later at an organizational meet- 
ing in Birmingham, deGraff said, 
in speaking on Folsom’s follow- 
ing, “I don’t want the leeches, I 
want the people.” To those in the 
political game it was apparent 
what deGraff meant by this state- 
ment, but after travelling across 
the northern top of the state the 
morning after the comment hit 
the press -- scores of rank and 
file Folsom voters seemed con- 
fused, perhaps even hurt. 

Wallace quickly made a plea 
for the bulk of Folsom and all 
other beaten candidates’ voters. 
There’s no doubt he’s picked up 
his share of them, especially in 
the rural areas, Apparently see- 
ing that Folsomism just might 
not be the big issue in the runoff, 
deGraff, on statewide TV, asked 
all followers of the defeated can- 
didates to join his cause for “good 
government.” 

DeGraff’s approach on TV pre-| 
sumably changed the tone of the 
runoff from Folsomism to one of 
issues, examining the candidates 
record, and a return to his initial 
issue of leadership. Already the 
sages in the political game are 
trying to figure out whether de- 
Graff’s tone change came at the 
right time to still garner him a 
large portion of Folsom’s support- 
ers along with the other defeated 
candidates, or whether Wallace's

100 Years Ago 


SNAIL’S PACE TRAVEL 


One hundred years ago, 
roads were receiving a fair share 
of blame for inefficiency in ser- 
vice to the Confederacy. Food in 
the South might as well not have 
existed as far as its reaching 
the hungry soldiers in Virginia 
Was concerned. Such was the state 
lof affairs because of the lack of 
transportation facilities and good 
management. 

In 1862 railroad services were 
beginning to worsen because of 
outmoded engines and cars, rotten 
crossties, broken rails and almost 
no equipment for repairs. Between 
Chattanooga and Nashville 1200 
rails were broken which slowed 
|travel to a “snail’s pace”. During 
\this time it took eight days for a 
soldier to travel by train from 
Manassas to Augusta, Georgia. 
Oftentimes food shipped by train | 
was unfit for use upon arrival. 

Any expansion as to new lines, 
or 
hindered because of the lack of 
equipment. Railroads were 80 
badly needed that many times a 
line of little importance was seiz- 


*|ed and its materials used at some 


more vital point. 

The lack of standard guage for 
railroads was a serious handicap. 
As much as four inches difference 
in guages was often the case. This 
difference, plus the fact tracks 
never joined at terminals, meant 
much unloading and reloading, and 
slower transportation. 

Accommodations for rail pas- 
sengers were pitiful, or lacking 
altogether. Floors and seats were 
often filled with civilians and 
soldiers, many sick or drunk. The 
only supply of water was occas- 
ionally a barrrel brought in with 
its tin dipper. Such crowded con- 
ditions led to the use of freight 
cars for passengers, boxcars in 
cold weather and even the top of 
such cars if weather permitted. 

If railroads could be called the 
arteries of travel during the Civil 
War, then wagon trains could be 
termed the veins. Foods and pack- 
ages could be gathered by mule 
teams and hauled to and from 
lines and in turn to 
camps. There was much rejoicing 
at camps to see mule teams bring- 


ing mail and boxes from home.

“Our soybean yield is affected 
by this balance between day and 
night. Therefore, we have to plant 
them when they'll reach vegeta- 
tive maturity at the best time.

serious business. 

“We've thought for a long time 
that soybeans were extremely 
sensitive to length of day,” says 
Bond, of the Auburn University 
Extension Service. “But in reality, 
it’s the length of nights. This re 
action to day and night length 
has a definite effect on soybeans 
varieties and determines the area 
and date of planting.” 

The soybean specialist explains 
the night-day relationship this 
|way: When soybeans reach the 
length of night to which that 
variety is sensitive, vegetative 
growth stops and flowernig be- 
gins. So early variety is one which 
favors shorter nights because it 
needs fewer hours of darkness 
than a late variety to cause 
blooming. 

Bright moonlight won’t usually 
affect soybeans, says Bond, but 
it may affect some other non-crop 
plants. However, sign board lights 
in or near soybeans are another 
story. 

He cites an example where a 
commercial seed company kept an 
electrically lighted sign on during

Health Laws And 
Food Sales

Some misunderstanding and con- 
fusion has resulted concerning the 
Food Regulations in Shelby Coun- 
| ty, and many people have wanted 
tou know if the regulations prohibit 
picnics, barbecues, church suppers 
and the like. These activities are 
not prohibited, and the regulations 
apply only to food that is oifered 
for sale to the public. Only that 


: ' food which is made in an estab- 


lishment under the supervision of 
|the Health Department may be 
sold to the public. 

The question has arisen con- 
cerning school picnics and scout 
picnics, or picnics, barbecues, or 
suppers by other similar groups, 
and while the Health Department 
urges extreme caution in the pre- 
paration of foods for these out- 
ings, especially during the sum- 
mer months, such outings are not 
against regulations. The question 
has arisen concerning the prepa- 
ration of food in numerous homes 
to be later taken to a central point 
to be eaten by a number of people 
at a picnic. This is, of course, not 
prohibited, but it should certainly 
be discouraged, for some foods 
prepared several hours in advance 
of eating can be very dangerous, 

Several ladies in every commun- 
ity have for years baked cakes 
occassionally and upon request, 
for which service they neither ad- 
vertise nor charge a fixed fee. 
This practice is not against reg- 
ulations. 

The holding of a barbecue by 
a club, or like organization, for 

$s, membership only, at_ which the 
plates are sold to the members is 
not against regulations, 

The question has arisen con- 
cerning the sale of food from a 
concession stand at a baseball or 
‘football game. This is prohibited 
unless the stand has been approved 
by the Health Department. 

To sum up, that food which is 
offered for sale or sold to the 
public is subject to control by the 
Food Regulations. No other food 
is subject to these controls, but 
groups planning activities in which 
food preparation will be a part, 
should be extremely careful, or an 
otherwise enjoyable event may be 
ruined by an outbreak of food 
poisoning.

CAPITOL HILL - - What can 

be said about the gubernatorial 
election now? The fat’s been in 
the fire for weeks, the popping’s 
stopped -- you probably all know 
now who the next governor will 
be. 
Yep, writing a weekly political 
column a few days before election 
day, which won’t appear in most 
newspapers until after the votes 
are counted, is about as tough as 
trying to find a hickory nut on a 
peanut vine; especially if you're 
trying to figure out who’s. going 
to win. 

Up until the time former Gov- 
ernor James Folsom jumped back 
into the fracas to support Tusca- 
loosa Senator Ryan deGranneried, 
most observers believed Clayton’s 
Judge George Wallace would 
sweep to victory. Shortly after 
Big Jim’s announcement, deGraff’s 
supporters felt new life had been 
injected into their man’s chances. 

Even as this article goes to 
press, about all that could be 
heard across the state was how 
Folsom’s endorsement would help 
deGraff. And by the same token, 
and just as many times heard, 
how the endorsement would “help” 
Wallace. 

Here’s the way many of the so- 
called political sages were talking 
just a few days before the run-off 
date: A big turnout, it was 
thought, would probably favor 
Wallace, as it did in the first pri- 
mary, because it would enable the 
rural voters to turn out en masse 
again. 

However, the speculation con- 
tinued, if it rained or very few 
folks went to the polls, deGraff 
was expected to do well. Because 
“he has a dedicated following and 
they will vote come hell or high 
water.” 

And added to this, since Folsom 
had come out for deGraff, Big 
Jim also has a dedicated group 
and would probably follow their 
leader. It was important to note 
here that sages were not speak- 
ing of Folsom’s leaders when they 
said “dedicated group,” but were 
referring to those persons who 
apparently worshipped the Folsom 
image of the “people's candidate.” 

At this writing, the astute ob- 
servers felt deGraffenried needed 
at least 60,000 votes to get on an 
equal footing with Wallace and 
an additional 70 to 80,000 votes to 
win. It was believed that by tak- 
ing the 40 to 50,000 Negro votes 
which Folsom usually got and 
added it to deGraff, along with 
20 to 30,000 rural and urban votes 
Big Jim might be able to sway 
toward deGraff, then deGraff 
could conceivably emerge victori- 
ous. 

But like everything in the illog- 
ical trade of politics, just what 
will have happened since this ar- 
ticle was written will no longer 
be unpredictable - - by now many 
of you will already know.

Bell System To Launch Telstar y 


Communications Satellite Soon 


The Bell Telephone System late 
this spring will put into outer 
space a small metallic sphere 
that could begin a new era in 
communications, 

The National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration will furnish 
the three-stage Delta missle that 
shoots the satellite into orbit 
from Cape Canaveral, Florida. 

Through ground station equip- 
ment at Andover, Maine, Bell 
System scientist will make the 
most forward-reaching experi- 
ments in communications yet done

“Someday as a result of this 
experimentation,” said Switzer,

Telstar I, a 170-pound sphere 
with a 34-inch diameter, will con- 
tain 2,500 semiconductors and a 
single special vacuum tube.

In first tests, Telstar I will re- 
ceive and transmit back to earth 
the television and telephone sig- 
nals from A. T. & T.’s $10 mil- 
lion earth stations near Andover, 
Maine. Ground receivers at An- 
dover and Holmdel, N. J. will pick 
up the amplified signals.

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CAPITOL HILL -- The state 
elections are all over -- even the 


shouting by now. 

The contests were all 
fought ones. 
losers can be equally proud. And 
although Tuscaloosa Sen. Ryan 


deGraffenried, Florence Sen. Bert 


Haltom and Willard Livingston 
were beaten, there seems no doubt 
that all three of these political 
newcomers to statewide politics 
will certainly be heard of four 
years from now. 

Looking back over those past 
few weeks of the runoff, about 
all you can really say about the 
affair is that the gubernatorial 
nominee George Wallace and de- 
Graffenried ran a traditional type 
campaign, that they bumped heads 
as have other men done for the 
top chair in the past. 

Yes, in the governor, lieutenant 
governor and attorney general’s 
race, the underdog poured it on 
with the frontrunner ignoring the 
pressures and new issues. If there 
was an exception to this pattern, 
it came in the attorney general’s 
race, i 

The Lt. Gov’s chase was even 
more a prime example of tradi- 
tion. Throughout the entire run- 
off, Haltom ‘continually laid the 
ax to opponent Jim Allen of Gads- 
den and former Lt. Gov. 

If you thought Wallace was 
quiet on deGraffenried then you 
would have to consider Allen even 
quieter. He didn’t say a thing 
about Haltom; he just kept work- 
ing in his usual silent manner and 
emerged victorious by some 50,000 
votes. 

To the so-called political experts 
in this game, Wallace and Allen's 
lopsided victories came as no sur- 
prise. Where the surprise came to 
a few of the sages was in the 
attorney general race between 
former Dothan Sen. Richmond 
Flowers and Livingston, son of 
Alabama Supreme Court Chief 
Justice, J. Ed Livingston. 

In this run, the real fracas came 
when Flowers bucked. Alabama’s 
“Tammany Hall” and flogged it 
by better than 52,000 votes. Most 
observers felt that had Flowers 
not won his race in the May 1 
primary, he would not be able to 
overcome the “pressures exerted 
by a majority of the lawyers and 
the state’s big daily press.” 

There’s no question that during 
the runoff Flowers had to contend 
with just about everything -- in- 
cluding the political kitchen sink. 
His two big obstacles were his 
connection with the former Ala- 
bama General Insurance Company 
and the charge he received the 
Negro vote in Birmingham and 
elsewhere. 

Just about any political strate- 
gist will tell you they thought 
his hard-hitting television shows 
won the election for him, that 
these pleadings to the people 
placed “the frontrunner in the 
underdog pesition.” Yet others in 
this game tell you it was Flowers’ 
campaigning ability which led him 
through so_impressively..

man lost, especially since Boykin 
had just about every top politician 
in the state pumping for him and 
his resources were unlimited. 

The observers, by large, didn’t 
think Boykin would lose when 
the race began, but as the contest 
went into the closing days there 
was a good bit of talk that Boykin 
was in trouble. This seemed to 
stem from the fact that he had 
just won an extremely close race 
against Pierre Pelham in the first 
primary and that many voters 
felt that because Boykin was a 
“Millionaire” then he didn’t need 
the job. 

Here again, it’s no matter. It’s 
all over. The only problem now 
is redrawing the districts -- and 
believe you me, unless the poli- 
tical observers are badly mistaken 
it’s going to be a real problem. 

So, in conclusion, this writer 
would just like to say that he 
certainly hates to be one of these 
“T-told-you-so-fellas,” but since I 
did guess all three of the state 
winners Wallace,. Allen and 
Flowers -- I would like to be 
given the privilege of saying not 
“I told you so” but since they 
have been unanamiously elected, 
“You made a wiSse choice.” 


100 Years Ago 


GENERAL LEE’S METHODS 


New leadership, with tactful but 
firm methods, gave hopes of driv- 
ing the enemy farther away from 
Richmond following the Battle of 
Seven Pines on May 31-June 1, 
1862. To replace General Joseph 
E. Johnston, twice wounded in the 
battle, Gentral Robert E. Lee be- 
came commander of the Confeder- 
ate Army of Northern Virginia. 

In the effort to divert the war 
from the capita] city, General Lee 
maintained that the Commander- 
in-Chitf, Presdient Jefferson 
Davis, should at all times be kept 
informed of military plans and 
happenings. He used former ex- 
perience as advisor to President 
Davis to clear up any misunder- 
standings and to strengthen co- 
operation. 

Regarding his own wounds and 
his belief in his successor, John- 
ston had this to say: “No sir. The 
shot that struck me down is the 
very best that has been fired for 
the Southern cause yet. For I 
possess in no degvee the confi- 
dence of uor government, and now 
they have in my place one who 
does possess it and who can ac- 
complish what I never could have 
done -- the concentration of our 
armies for the defense of the 
Capital of the Confederacy.” 

After recovery from his wounds, 
Johnston was placed in command 
in the West in the fall of 1862. 
Now, as before, his disputes with 
President Davis were continued. 

Throughout the war, Lee served 
in the command to which he was

The kind of salad oil you use 
can make quite a difference in 
taste, the Auburn University 
specialist points out. Corn, peanut, 
cottonseed and soybean oils are 
all good for salads.

FORAGE IS CHEAPEST 
FEED A CATTLEMAN HAS 

A good forage program is one 
that will provide feed for each 
cow and calf 365 days a year. 

“A 1,000-pound, high-producing 
dairy cow needs 25 to 30 pounds 
of hay equivalent a day. And the 
cheapest feed is forage, either: 
pasture or stored roughage,” says 
O. N. Andrews of the Auburn 
University Extension Service. 

Farmers can’t outguess_ the 
weather or entirely depend on it. 
They need to plan their forage 
program to insure a_ constant 
supply of feed. 

“Remember,” says the agrono- 
mist, “a good forage program 
starts with the soil and ends at 
the milk plant or cattle market.”

People need a medical check up, 
and houses need an_ electrical 
check up. 

“Electricity must be used in the 
right way to prevent accidents re- 
sulting from carelessness as well 
as misuse,” stresses Bil Cox of 
the Auburn University Extension 
Serveie. 


“There are certain danger sig- 


nals which should serve as al, 


warning,” says the farm buildings 
specialist. For instance, if fuses 
blow frequently, safety measures 
should be taken. If the television 
picture shrinks, if lights grow dim 
or the radio fades when other 
appliances are turned on, if cook- 
ing appliances heat slowly, and 
especially if the user gets a shock 
from any electrical appliance 
something needs to be done. 

Most of these danger signals 
are usually caused by an over- 
loaded wiring system, Cox ex- 
plains. It may help to cut down 
on the number of lamps and ap- 
pliances on the circuit. 

“Let a qualified electrician 
make all electrical repairs,” sug- 
gests the specialist, “and not just 
any do-it-yourselfer.”

They 
also may do office or clerical 
work in most businesses. 


Sixteen and 17-year-olds may 
work in any job - - including fac- 
tory work -- except those which 
have been declared hazardous by 
the Secretary of Labor, These 
jobs, which still require an 18- 
year age minimum, include such 
work as truck driver or driver's 
helper, elevator operator, logger, 
miner, sawmill wroker or operator 
of certain power-driven machines. 


“You should, of course, check 
your state child labor law to make 
sure that you are also complying 
with it,” Williams pointed out.

Bell System To Launch Telstar ! 


Communications Satellite Soon 


The Bell Telephone System late 
this spring will put into outer 
space a small metallic sphere 
that could begin a new era in 
communications. 

The National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration will furnish 
the three-stage Delta missle that 
shoots the satellite into orbit 
from Cape Canaveral, Florida. 

Through ground station equip- 
ment at Andover, Maine, Bell 
System scientist will make the 
most forward-reaching experi- 
ments in communications yet done 
in space.

So, in conclusion, this writer 
would just like to say that he 
certainly hates to be one of these 
“T-told-you-so-fellas,” but since I 
did guess all three of the state 
winners -- Wallace, Allen and 
Flowers -- I would like to be 
given the privilege of saying not 
“IT told you so” but since they 
have been unanamiously elected, 
“You made a wise choice.” 


100 Years Ago 


GENERAL LEE’S METHODS 


CAPITOL HILL -- The state 
elections are all over -- even the 
shouting by now. 

The contests were all hard- 
fought ones. Both winners and 
losers can be equally proud. And 
although Tuscaloosa Sen. Ryan 
deGraffenried, Florence Sen. Bert 
Haltom and Willard Livingston 
were beaten, there seems no doubt 
that all three of these political 
newcomers to statewide politics 
will certainly be heard of four 
years from now. 

Looking back over those past 
few weeks of the runoff, about 
all you can really say about the 
affair is that the gubernatorial 
nominee George Wallace and de- 
Graffenried ran a traditional type 
campaign, that they bumped heads 
as have other men done for the 
top chair in the past. 

Yes, in the governor, lieutenant 
governor and attorney general’s 
race, the underdog poured it on 
with the frontrunner ignoring the 
pressures and new issues. If there 
was an exception to this pattern, 
it came in the attorney general's 
race. i ‘ 

The Lt. Gov’s chase was even 
more a prime example of tradi- 
tion. Throughout the entire run- 
off, Haltom ‘continually laid the 
ax to opponent Jim Allen of Gads- 
den and former Lt. Gov. 

If you thought Wallace was 
quiet on deGraffenried then you 
would have to consider Allen even 
quieter. He didn’t say a thing 
about Haltom; he just kept work- 
ing in his usual silent manner and 
emerged victorious by some 50,000 
votes. 

To the so-called political experts 
in this game, Wallace and Allen's 
lopsided victories came as no sur- 
prise. Where the surprise came to 
a few of the sages was in the 
attorney general race between 
former Dothan Sen. Richmond 
Flowers and Livingston, son of 
Alabama Supreme Court Chief 
Justice, J. Ed Livingston. 

In this run, the rea] fracas came 
when Flowers bucked. Alabama’s 
“Tammany Hall” and flogged it 
by better than 52,000 votes. Most 
observers felt that had Flowers 
not won his race in the May 1 
primary, he would not be able to 
overcome the “pressures exerted 
by a majority of the lawyers and 
the state’s big daily press,” 

There’s no question that during 
the runoff Flowers had to contend 
with just about everything -- in- 
cluding the political kitchen sink. 
His two big obstacles were his 
connection with the former Ala- 
bama General Insurance Company 
and the charge he received the 
Negro vote in Birmingham and 
elsewhere. 

Just about any political strate- 
gist will tell you Mey thought 
his hard-hitting television shows 
won the election for him, that 
these pleadings to the people 
placed “the frontrunner in the 
underdog pesition.” Yet others in 
this game tell you it was Flowers’ 
campaigning ability which led him 
_tbropgh 80 impressively... 

‘ro miatver how.” “tthe 
races are all over for four more 
years. And. unless a guess. is 
missed, the politicos will be talk- 
ing about how the winners of 
these contests won for days to 
come -- and the same talk will 
prevail as to why the losers lost. 

To those persons who voted for 
Mister Nine, Frank Boykin of 
Mobile, in the Nine-Eight Con- 
gressional race, there has been 


New leadership, with tactful but 
firm methods, gave hopes of driv- 
ing the enemy farther away from 
Richmond following the Battle of 
Seven Pines on May 31-June 1, 
1862. To replace General Joseph 
E. Johnston, twice wounded in the 
battle, Gentral Robert E. Lee be- 
came commander of the Confeder- 
ate Army of Northern Virginia. 

In the effort to divert the war 
from the capita] city, General Lee 
maintained that the Commander- 
in-Chitf, Presdient Jefferson 
Davis, should at all times be kept 
informed of military plans and 
happenings. He used former ex- 
perience as advisor to President 
Davis to clear up any misunder- 
standings and to strengthen co- 
operation. 

Regarding his own wounds and 
his belief in his successor, John- 
ston had this to say: “No sir. The 
shot that struck me down is the 
very best that has been fired for 
the Southern cause yet. For I 
possess in no degvee the confi- 
dence of vor government, and now 
they have in my place one who 
does possess it and who can ac- 
complish what I never could have 
done -- the concentration of our 
armies for the defense of the 
Capital of the Confederacy.” 

After recovery from his wounds, 
Johnston was placed in command 
in the West in the fall of 1862, 
Now, as before, his disputes with 
President Davis were continued. 

Throughout the war, Lee served 
in the command to which he was

People need a medical check up, 
and houses need an_ electrical 
check up. 

“Electricity must be used in the 
right way to prevent accidents re- 
sulting from carelessness as well 
as misuse,” stresses Bil Cox of 
the Auburn University Extension 
Serveie. 


“There are certain danger sig- 


nals which should serve as al, 


warning,” says the farm buildings 
specialist. For instance, if fuses 
blow frequently, safety measures 
should be taken. If the television 
picture shrinks, if lights grow dim 
or the radio fades when other 
appliances are turned on, if cook- 
ing appliances heat slowly, and 
especially if the user gets a shock 
from any electrical appliance 
something needs to be done, 

Most of these danger signals 
are usually caused by an over- 
loaded wiring system, Cox ex- 
plains. It may help to cut down 
on the number of lamps and ap- 
pliances on the circuit. 

“Let a qualified electrician 
make all electrical repairs,” sug- 
gests the specialist, “and not just 
any do-it-yourselfer.”

-Tax Credit Proposed - 


President Kennedy formally re- 
quested last week the enactment 
of legislation to establish tax in- 
centives as a means of encourag- 
ing the average taxpayer to take 
a more active part in campaigns 
for public office. His proposals 
are based on the result of a study 
conducted by a bipartisan Pres- 
idential commission headed by the 
dean of the graduat: school of the 
University of North Carolina. 

The major proposal allows an 
individual to subtract half the 
amount of his political conrtibu- 
sions, with a maximum subtrac- 
tion of $10 per year. As an altern- 
ative available to the taxpayer, 
the proposed legislation permits 
individual tax deductions of up -to 
$750 per year. The tax credit 
method was recommended by the 
investigating commission as en- 
couraging larger numbers of small 
gifts, while the deduction would 
be expected to stimulate more 
medium-sized contributions.

Federal court has set a July 16th 
reapportionment deadline. 


“Unless we measure up to our 


responsibilities, reapportion 
Senate and House and put 
legislative representation in fair 
and proper focus, we probably will 
get a Federal decree that will not 
be to our liking or satisfaction,” 
Gov. Patterson told the Special 
Session. 

The governor recommended a 
reapportionment measure to take 
effect with the 1967 Legislature. 

“I do not know, of course, if 
this action on our part will pre- 
vent the Federal court from at- 
tempting to immediately reappor- 
tion the Legislature just elected,” 
the governor said. “However, I 
think this approach (reapportion- 
ment now to take effect in 1967) 
is reasonable and I am hopeful 
that the court will accept it.” 

Unless the Legislature reappor- 
tions in a fair and reasonable 
manner by July 16th, the Federal 
court has threatened to “take 
some action in time to take effect 
before the General Election” this 
fall. 

“In my deliberate judgment,” 
Gov. Patterson told the legislators 
“this ultimatum is dictorial, un- 
warrantéd and without any sem- 
blance of legal basis under the 
constitution of the United States 
and the State of Alabama.” He 
said he “deplored and resented” 
the Federal decree. 

“IT want the members of the 
Legislature and. the people of 
Alabama to know that as long as 
I am governor I am not about to 
yield to Federal whims and ill 
winds,” Goy. Patterson said, “I 
did not call this session because 
of the threats of a Federal court.”

ACP cost-sharing farm ponds 
(dugouts) were found to be com- 
plete and exceeding specifications 
by the S.C.S. on farms of Amos 
Gallups and Oland Smith last 
week. The Shirley-Turner bulldoz- 
ing team, which dug these water- 
holes in a very satisfactory man- 
ner, and at reasonable prices, are 
planning to do others in the 
vicinity. 

An attempt to checkout another 
ACP practice failed as the Soil 
Conservation Service found inex- 
perienced heavy equipment men 
had built the dam at the wrong 
location and that it did not reach 
specifications in any response. 

All people having SCS designs, 
particularly for cost-sharing prac- 
tices of the Agricultural Conser- 
vation Program, are urged to re- 
quest the SCS technicians for 
Shelby County to visit the site with 
contractors before construction 
starts to prevent costly errors. The 
above mentioned dam could have 
been built correctly much more 
cheaply than final cost will be, 
and would have made a larger 
lake at the original site. 

Mr. Amos Gallups received an 
additional benefit from his water- 
hole construction. The 800 cubic 
yards of earth removed was large- 
ly used to fill and level an aban- 
doned road, making it smooth and 
mowable. It will both increase the 
pasture production and remove 
unsightly banks, a brush-grown 
eyesore. 

Indian Springs instructor R. D. 
Moore Monday began the estab- 
lishment of a five-acre trial plant- 
ing of Coastal Bermuda. He will 
use stolons from the Columbiana 
F.F.A. Chapter project. He has a 
slightly larger area already in 
Bahia. While the I. S. School does 
not have a district agreement on 
its land, Moore has been a coop- 
erator for some years on his Camp 
Branch stock farm.

The program will be promoted 
by the Safety Education Division 
of the Department with the co- 
operation of Patrol, Driver Lic- 
ense and all other divisions. Pub- 
blicity will be continuous and sus- 
tained by newspaper, magazine, 
radio, television, and personal ap- 
pearance. In conjunction, several 
industries have supplied bumper 
stickers with the slogan in danger 
red on a safety green background 
for statewide distribution. 

Director Mann also said, “I sin- 
cerely hope that everyone in Ala- 
bama will take the words to heart 
and exercise every precaution to 
the end that he and his passengers 
will ‘Arrive Alive’!”

After delaying action for almost 
a week, the House of Represen- 
tatives last week passed and sent 
to the Senate a bill to amend the 
National School Act. The measure 
includes a revised formula for ap- 
portionment of cash assistance 
payments to the states for school 
lunch programs, and a special as- 
sistance fund for schools in eco- 
nomically poor areas. 

-School Lunch Act of 1946- 

The National School Lunch Act 
of 1946 authorzied cash assistance 
payments to the states for school 
lunch programs apportioned on the 
basis of each state’s school-age 
population and per capita income. 
State agencies were required to 


use the payment to reimburse par- | 


ticipating schools on the basis of 
the number of hot lunches served, 
with a maximum payment of nine 
cents per lunch. Funds were also 
authorized for direct purchase of 
foods for distribution to partici- 
pating schools, Finally, funds were 
reserved for private schools in 
amounts based on the number of 
students attending such schools. 
- House Approved Measure - 


The new bill revises the formu- 
la for apportionment of cash as- 
sistance bytying it to two factors: 
(1) The number of lunches served 
gn participating schools during 
the preceding fiscal year, and (2) 
The average annual per capita 
income of the state relative to the 
national average per capita in- 
come. 

The measure also authorizes a 
Special assistance fund for aid to 
schools in economically poor areas 
which are financially unable to 
operate a school lunch program 
on a free or reduced: price basis. 
In applying for such aid, states 
will be required to submit infor- 
mation showing the need for ad- 
ditional aid: The funds would be 
apportioned through a three-way 
formula which would take into 
account the number of meals 
served, the state’s abliity to pay, 
and the overall educational re- 
sources compared with those of 
other states. The special aid pro- 
gram would be administered by 
state educational agencies except 
in cases where state laws made 
it necessary for the Agriculture 
Department to deal directly with 
private schools. In this case, aid 
would be in direct proportion to 
the number of meals served in the

-Tax Rate Extension - 


The House also approved last 
week a bill to extend for one year 
existing corporate and excise 
taxes. In addition, the measure 
continues for an additional six 
months the current 10 percent tax 
on transportation of persons. 

Without the passage of this 
legislation, corporate taxes would 
drop on July 1, 1962, from 52 per- 
cent to 47 percent, the ten per- 
cent telephone tax would expire, 
and other excise taxes on distilled 
spirits, beer, wine, cigarettes, pas- 
senger cars, and automobile parts 
and accessories would be reduced. 
Most of these tax rates were im- 


posed during the Korean Conflict | 


and were extended in 1954 and 
each year thereafter. There is 
every indication the Senate will 
join with the House in extending 
these rates again this year. 


FEED GRAIN PROGRAM 
SIGN UP INCREASING 


The U. S. Department of Agri- 
culture’s 1962 Feed Grain Pro- 
gram is on the increase in Ala- 
bama. 

Extension Farm Management 
Specialist Sidney Bell points out 
that 595,700 acres were signed up 
for the program through the 
April 16 deadline. This total com- 
pares to last year’s figure of 
440,024 acres. 

Dr. Bell of Auburn University 
explains that the purpose of the 
program is to aid the nation in 
reducing its annual surplus grain. 

“For most farmers, the payment 
for signing up under the program 
will probably be higher than the 
estmiated net. income from the 
grain acreage if it were in pro- 
duction,” says the specialist. 

According to USDA, 26,687,682 
acres were diverted in the nation 
in 1961. This year, this total 
jumped to 29,590,700 acres.

ELECTRIC MIXER CAN BE 
THIRD HAND IN KITCHEN 

Almost any homemaker would 
\like to have a third hand in the 
kitchen. Especially when _ she’s 
trying to prepare a meal and the 
potatoes boil over, the bread starts 
to burn, and of course, the tele- 
phone rings. 

An electric mixer can be a third 
hand if-its attachments are—used 
as welleas the mixer itself. 

The mixer won’t be able to turn 
the range off and rescue the burn- 
|}ing food, or answer the telephone, 
but it can do numerous other 
little jobs, such as juicing, chop- 
ping, and blending food. 

Jeanne Priester, equipment and 
housing specialist wtih the Au- 
burn University Extension Service 
offers a few tips for putting that 
third hand to work. 

With summer already here, ev- 
eryone is ready to grab a few 
| sandwiches and head for the lake. 
When making those sandwiches, 
she suggests using the mixer to 
break up hard-cooked eggs and 
canned tuna. 

And when friends drop by and 
you decide to serve them straw- 
berry shortcake with whipped 
cream, let the mixer help do the 
| job. “For best results,” says Miss 
Priester, “chill the beaters and 
bowl as well as the cream. Remem- 
ber, the cream will double in 
volume so use a large bowl and 
don’t overbeat.” 

Low speeds are best to prevent 
splattering when blending liquid 
ingredients and batters such as 
waffles and pancakes, she points 
out, 

To soften refrigerated butter 
quickly, use the mixer. Then press 
the whipped butter into fancy 
molds and harden for those extra 
special dinner guests. 

For a nice puffy meringue, be 
sure beaters and bowl are clean 
and dry. Even a little egg yolk 
can prevent the eggs from beat- 
ing properly. And a good tip to 
remember is to beat eggs at room 
temperature. Take the eggs out 
of the refrigerator early enough

Legislature In Special 
Session This Week 


This may be the Alabama Leg- 
islature’s “last chance” to reap- 
portion its seats. 

Addressing the Special Session 
which met here this week, Gov. 
John Patterson urged the law- 
makers to enact a fair reapportion 


rum the risk of the Federal courts 
doing it for them. A three-judge 
Federal court has set a July 16th 
reapportionment deadline. 

“Unless we measure up to our 
responsibilities, reapportion our 
Senate and House and put our 
legislative representation in fair 
and proper focus, we probably will 
get a Federal decree that will not 
be to our liking or satisfaction,” 
Gov. Patterson told the Special 
Session. 

The governor recommended a 
reapportionment measure to take 
effect with the 1967 Legislature. 

“I do not know, of course, if 
this action on our part will pre- 
vent the Federal court from at- 
tempting to immediately reappor- 
tion the Legislature just elected,” 
the governor said. “However, I 
think this approach (reapportion- 
ment now to take effect in 1967) 
is reasonable and I am _ hopeful 
that the court will accept it.” 

Unless the Legislature reappor- 
tions in a fair and reasonable 
manner by July 16th, the Federal 
court has threatened to “take 
some action in time to take effect 
before the General Election” this 
fall. 

“In my deliberate judgment,” 
Gov. Patterson told the legislators 
“this ultimatum is dictorial, un- 
warrantéd and without any sem- 
blance of legal basis under the 
constitution of the United States 
and the State of Alabama.” He 
said he “deplored and resented” 
the Federal decree. 

“I want the members of the 
Legislature and. the people of 
Alabama to know that as long as 
I am governor I am not about to 
yield to Federal whims and ill 
winds,” Gov. Patterson said, “I 
did not call this session because 
of the threats of a Federal court.” 

The governor outlined to the 
Special Session a legislative re- 
apportionment measyre, which 
would” gi¥e™ tines ri rea 
tation but still protect rural areas. 

“We ‘must be careful not.to hand 
control of the Legislature from 
the rural areas to the cities,” Gov. 
Patterson said. “Now is the time 
for complete fairness in writing 
a reapportionment bill not 
merely a switch in the inequities.” 

The governor called on the leg- 
islators to meet five days a week, 
pass a reapportionment bill giving 
everyone a fair voice “no matter 
where he may live” and then ad- 
journ without delay.

ACP cost-sharing farm ponds 
(dugouts) were found to be com- 
plete and exceeding specifications 
by the S.C.S. on farms of Amos 
Gallups and Oland Smith last 
week. The Shirley-Turner bulldoz- 
ing team, which dug these water- 
holes in a very satisfactory man- 
ner, and at reasonable prices, are 
planning to do others in the 
vicinity. 

An attempt to checkout another 
ACP practice failed as the Soil 
Conservation Service found inex- 
perienced heavy equipment men 
had built the dam at the wrong 
location and that it did not reach 
specifications in any response. 

All people having SCS designs, 
particularly for cost-sharing prac- 
tices of the Agricultural Conser- 
vation Program, are urged to re- 
quest the SCS technicians for 
Shelby County to visit the site with 
contractors before construction 
starts to prevent costly errors. The 
above mentioned dam could have 
been built correctly much more 
cheaply than final cost will be, 
and would have made a larger 
lake at the original site.

“Report from Washington @ 


ARMISTEAD SELDEN

After delaying action for almost 
a week, the House of Represen- 
tatives last week passed and sent 
to the Senate a bill to amend the 
National School Act. The measure 
includes a revised formula for ap- 
portionment of cash assistance 
payments to the states for school 
lunch programs, and a special as- 
sistance fund for schools in eco- 
nomically poor areas. 

-School Lunch Act of 1946 - 

The National School Lunch Act 
of 1946 authorzied cash assistance 
payments to the states for school 
lunch programs apportioned on the 
basis of each state’s school-age 
population and per capita income. 
State agencies were required to 
use the payment to reimburse par- 
ticipating schools on the basis of 
the number of hot lunches served, 
with a maximum payment of nine 
eents per lunch. Funds were also 
authorized for direct purchase of 
foods for distribution to partici- 
pating schools. Finally, funds were 
reserved for private schools in 
amounts based on the number of 
students attending such schools. 

- House Approved Measure «- 


The new bill revises the formu- 
la for apportionment of cash as- 
sistance bytying it to two factors: 
(1) The number of lunches served 
gn participating schools during 
the preceding fiscal year, and (2) 
The average annual per capita 
income of the state relative to the 
national average per capita in- 
come. 

The measure also authorizes a 
special assistance fund for aid to 
schools in economically poor areas 
which are financially unable to 
operate a school lunch program 
on a free or reduced: price basis. 
In applying for such aid, states 
will be required to submit infor- 
mation showing the need for ad- 
ditional aid: The funds would be 
apportioned through a three-way 
formula which would take into 
account the number of meals 
served, the state’s abliity to pay, 
and the overall educational re- 
sources compared with those of 
other states. The special aid pro- 
gram would be administered by 
state educational agencies except 
in cases where state laws made 
it necessary for the Agriculture 
Department to deal directly with 
private schools. In this case, aid 
would be in direct proportion to 
the number of meals served in the

The House also approved last 
week a bill to extend for one year 
existing corporate and excise 
taxes. In addition, the measure 
continues for an additional six 
months the current 10 percent tax 
on transportation of persons. 

Without the passage of this 
legislation, corporate taxes would 
drop on July 1, 1962, from 52 per- 
cent to 47 percent, the ten per- 
cent telephone tax would expire, 
and other excise taxes on distilled 
spirits, beer, wine, cigarettes, pas- 
senger cars, and automobile parts 
and accessories would be reduced. 
| Most of these tax rates were im- 


posed during the Korean Conflict | 


and were extended in 1954 and 
each year thereafter. There is 
every indication the Senate will 
join with the House in extending 
these rates again this year. 


FEED GRAIN PROGRAM 
SIGN UP INCREASING 


The U. S. Department of Agri- 
culture’s 1962 Feed Grain Pro- 
gram is on the increase in Ala- 
bama. 

Extension Farm Management 
Specialist Sidney Bell points out 
that 595,700 acres were signed up 
for the program through the 
April 16 deadline. This total com- 
pares to last year’s figure of 
440,024 acres. 

Dr. Bell of Auburn University 
explains that the purpose of the 
program is to aid the nation in 
reducing its annual surplus grain. 

“For most farmers, the payment 
for signing up under the program 
will probably be higher than the 
estmiated net. income from the 
grain acreage if it were in pro- 
duction,” says the specialist. 

According to USDA, 26,687,682 
acres were diverted in the nation 
in 1961. This year, this total 
jumped to 29,590,700 acres.

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ELECTRIC MIXER CAN BE 
THIRD HAND IN KITCHEN 
| Almost any homemaker would 
\like to have a third hand in the 
kitchen. Especially when _ she’s 
trying to prepare a meal and the 
potatoes boil over, the bread starts 
to burn, and of course, the tele- 
phone rings. 

An electric mixer can be a third 
hand if-its-attachments~ are used 
as welleas the mixer itself. 

The mixer won’t be able to turn 
the range off and rescue the burn- 
ing food, or answer the telephone, 
jbut it can do numerous other 
|little jobs, such as juicing, chop- 
ping, and blending food. 

Jeanne Priester, equipment and 
housing specialist wtih the Au- 
burn University Extension Service 
offers a few tips for putting that 
third hand to work. 

With summer already here, ev- 
eryone is ready to grab a few 
sandwiches and head for the lake. 
When making those sandwiches, 
she suggests using the mixer to 
break up hard-cooked eggs and 
canned tuna. 

And when friends drop by and 
you decide to serve them straw- 
berry shortcake with whipped 
cream, let the mixer help do the 
| job. “For best results,” says Miss 
Priester, “chill the beaters and 
bowl as well as the cream. Remem- 
ber, the cream will double in 
volume so use a large bowl and 
don’t overbeat.” 

Low speeds are best to prevent 
splattering when blending liquid 
ingredients and batters such as 
waffles and pancakes, she points 
out, 

To soften refrigerated butter 
quickly, use the mixer. Then press 
the whipped butter into fancy 
molds and harden for those extra 
special dinner guests. 

For a nice puffy meringue, be 
sure beaters and bowl are clean 
and dry. Even a little egg yolk 
can prevent the eggs from beat- 
ing properly. And a good tip to 
remember is to beat eggs at room 
temperature. Take the eggs out 
of the refrigerator early enough

- Defense Funds Approved - 


The Senate, by a vote of 88 to 
0, approved last week a record 
48.5 billion dollar defense spend- 
ing bill after rejecting attempts 
to cut funds for the speed-up of 
the development of the controver- 
sial RS-70 supersonic jet bomber. 

The Senate maintained and 
strengthened a House provision 
for an Army National Guard 
strength of 400,000 and Army Re- 
serve strength of 300,000. The 
House had provided funds for 
these National Guard and Reserve 
levels and the Senate approved 
mandatory language requiring 
them. The Administration had pro- 
posed cutting the National Guard 
by 33,000 men and the Reserve 
by 25,000. Both the House and 
Senate have stood firm in their 
determination to keep our Army 
National Guard and Reserve 
strength at 700,000. 

The Senate version of the De- 
fense Appropriation Bill was 522 
million dollars more than the 
President had budgeted and about 
590 million more than approved 
by the House of Representatives. 
The Senate bill must now go to a 
Senate-House Conference Commit- 
tee where differences between it 
and the version passed earlier this 
year by the House will be ironed 
out. 


-Panama President Visits - 


Each year several heads of state 
from other nationas make official 
visitsto Washington. Last week 
the President of Panama, Rober- 
to Chiari, was the guest of Pres- 
ident Kennedy. This was an ex- 
tremely important visit because 
our relations with Panama have 
necessarily been close since the 
construction of the Panama Canal 
in 1914. 

It was my privilege to attend a 
luncheon Tuesday of last week 
given at the White House in honor 
of President Chiari. I had an op- 
portunity after the luncheon to 
talk briefly with Presidents Ken- 
nedy and Chiari about matters 
pertaining to the Canal Zone and 
to make several suggestions I felt 
would be helpful. 

President Chiari, whom I met 
and conferred with in Panama 
about a year and a hali ago, has 
to date maintained cordial rela- 
tions with the United States. It is 
obvisously in the best interest of 
both countries to continue our 
close ties,

Speculation has it the reason 
for this was the small county leg- 
islators wanted to pass this bill 
then recess for a few days and 
see if the federal court wouldn't 
buy it. While there is strong be- 
lief that only a 67-Senator bill | 
could presently pass the Senate, 
it is further felt that in the final 
analysis a compromise which 
would meet the court’s standards 
will be sought in the late hours 
and perhaps passed. 

There seems to be no doubt in} 
either House that nothing will} 
probably be passed under a strict-' 
ly constitutional provision in the 
lower or upper chamber. And if 
it’s got to follow the 1901 consti- 
tution a majority of the small 
county lawmakers will more than 
likely let the courts settle the 
matter instead of returning home 
and telling their constituents they 
voted themselves out of a job or 
voted the county out of represen-| 
tution.

- Defense Funds Approved - 


The Senate, by a vote of 88 +o 
0, approved last week a record 
48.5 billion dollar defense spend- 
ing bill after rejecting attempts 
to cut funds for the speed-up of 
the development of the controver- 
sial RS-70 supersonic jet bomber. 

The Senate maintained and 
strengthened a House provision 
for an Army National Guard 
strength of 400,000 and Army Re- 
serve strength of 300,000. The 
House had provided funds for 
these National Guard and Reserve 
levels and the Senate approved 
mandatory language requiring 
them. The Administration had pro- 
posed cutting the National Guard 
by 33,000 men and the Reserve 
by 25,000. Both the House and 
Senate have stood firm in their 
determination to keep our Army 
National Guard and Reserve 
strength at 700,000. 

The Senate version of the De- 
fense Appropriation Bill was 522 
million dollars more than the 
President had budgeted and about 
590 million more than approved 
by the House of Representatives. 
The Senate bill must now go to a 
Senate-House Conference Commit- 
tee where differences between it 
and the version passed earlier this 
year by the House will be ironed 
out.

any way you like the Black Belt- 
ers will not go for any type re- 
apportionment other than a 67- 
Senator bill until they see there 
is absolutely no hope for its pas- 
sage. 

That’s about the way things 
have stacked up on the Hill this 


and that’s where the battle will 
be held over reapportionment. 
There is a move on to pass out a 
67-Senator proposal, with the 
House apportoned on a population 
basis, in order to get this plan 
ahead of Gov. John Patterson’s 
package on the Senate calendar. 

Speculation has it the reason 
for this was the small county leg- 
islators wanted to pass this bill 
then recess for a few days and 
see if the federal court wouldn't 
buy it. While there is strong be- 
lief that only a 67-Senator bill | 
could presently pass the Senate, 
it is further felt that in the final 
analysis a compromise which 
would meet the court’s standards 
will be sought in the late hours 
and perhaps passed. 

There seems to be no doubt in! 
either House that nothing will} 
probably be passed under a strict-- 
ly constitutional provision in the 
lower or upper chamber. And if 
it’s got to follow the 1901 consti- 
tution a majority of the small 
county lawmakers will more than 
likely let the courts settle the 
matter instead of returning home 
and telling their constituents they 
voted themselves out of a job or) 
voted the county out of represen- 
tution. 

Many of the borderline county 
legislators indicate they are dis- 
turbed. They feel that if the courts 
reapportion the state then “we will 
destroy our county system of gov- 
ernment in Alabama. We should 
do this ourselves. Half a loaf is 
better than no loaf.” 

Another big question being | 
asked by the legislators these days | 
is: Will the courts accept anything 
other than what the 1901 consti- 
tution provides? Observers also. 
think that if a 67-Senator plan| 
with the House apportioned on a 
population basis, does pass both 
chambers then the people will once | 
again turn down the bill at the 
polls as they have done three| 
times in the past.

We are advising 
farmers to keep shading wild 
grasses mowed or grazed low, and 
to apply nitrogen to speed summer 
growth.

Evils Of Deficit 
Spending 


(Maty Gene Edmondson) 


Deficit spending is a luxury in 
which we all indulge at one time 
or afiother. To many people, defi- 
cit spetiding constitutes a phase 
of life which they must go through 
to get the bare necessities they 
require in order to exist. Yes, we 
see 


many evils which affect our per- 
‘sonal life, our society, and our 
nation as a whole. 

First, consider deficit spending 
from the individual standpoint. In 
our world today there are many 
various methods to lure and entice 
the individual into the vice of def- 
icit spending. Easy credit plans, 
the ever-popular lay-a-way, and 
loans are only a few of these 
methods. Because of these meth- 
ods, many people spend more 
money than they make. 

Let us consider an example of 
an average American worker who 
earns a salary of 400 dollars a 
month. Suppose this worker spends 
500 dollars one month. In order to 
pay back the 100 dollars that he 
spent at a deficit, he must forfeit 
some things. Necessities may have 
to be cut in some cases, and thus 
reduce his standard of living. We 
therefore see that one evil of def- 
icit spending is the reduction of 
the standard of living. 

Second, consider deficit spend- 
ing at the local and ‘state level.

| operate by means of deficit spend- 
jing, they are only adding to the 
individuals or to the) | tax debt of each individual of that 


region. Besides the additional in- 
crease in the tax burden of the 
individual, this also reduces his 
standard of living. Thus we see 
another evil of deficit spending. 

Third, consider deficit spending 
ata peyet which affects the entire 
epee ow pew _ coun 
national Saat In 1790° 
al debt was almast 70 million dol- 
‘ars. After 50 years of alternately 
rising and falling, im 1840 the 
debt stood at only 4 million dol-

hat time, partially due to rising 
costs, the debt has been traveling 
the road of ever-increasing indebt~ 
edness. At present the national 
debt has reached a towering high 
~ 208. SiMjon-dollatsy making the 
percapita debt about 1,600 dollars. 
When the President recently in- 
roduced his huge budget to Con- 
zress, he also presented a measure, 
‘or Congress’ study and approval, 
-o raise the debt ceiling from the 
oresent all-time high of 298 billion 
lollars to a record-breaking high 
of 308 billion dollars.

But there are some people in 
this area who are going to find 
out that they are “just too late” 
to get social security disability 
insurance payments if they don’t 
act soon, Cecil L. Simpson, man- 
ager of the Birmingham social 
security office said today. 

“The law established June 30, 
1962, as the cut-off date for ac- 
cepting social security disability 
claims from people who have been 
disabled a long time,” Simpson 
said. This means that those work- 
ers who have been disabled for a 
number of years and have not 
applied for social security disabil- 
ity insurance benefits will lose 
monthly benefit payments for 
themselves and their dependents. 
They may lose their rights to any 
disability insurance benefit pay- 


ments because of their failure to|

FIRST AID KIT 
(Continued from page one) 


Packaged first aid kits are 
available at a variety of prices. 
With small kits, it is wise to out- 
fit a second emergency pack, pos- 
sibly a shoe box, to include items 
such as antiseptic, additional ban- 
dages, scissors, tweezers, several 
paper cups and eyewash. These 
will be of use in treating injuries 
bruises and 


If outfitting your own first aid 
kit, the Allstate Motor Club rec- 
ommends following the advice of 
a Red Cross book ‘on the subject. 

The book itself will be valuable 
in the kit, because it will provide 
instructions for treating many 
different injuries. 

All kits should include the ready 
made bandages in a variety of 
sizes. New types of bandages are 
large enough to cover knee wounds 
or skinned elbows. Sterile gauze 
and adhesive tape are needed for 
preparing larger bandages. 

An antiseptic is vital to prevent 
infection in cuts. Iodine, an old 
favorite, is too strong for many 
children and should be replaced 
with an antiseptic which any drug- 
gest will recommend. 

Absorbent cotton, taleum pow- 
der, insect repellent, several small 
cakes of soap and a packaged 
washcloth also should be included 
in the kit. Also, water is an im- 
portant item on trips, A family 
should carry a large insulated 
container of cool water for wash- 
ing wounds as well as drinking 
purposes. 

The Motor Club’ also cautions 
parents to make certain the med- 
icine is clearly marked and fresh. 
If in doubt, the items should be 
replaced. 

After stowing the first aid kit 
in a handy location, the family 
should provide for such safety 
equipment as a flashlight with 
fresh batteries, several red flares, 
minimum tool kit and spare fuses 
for the car’s electrical system. 

The Motor Club concludes with 
this suggestion: When the vaca- 
tion is over, leave the first aid kit 
and emergency equipment in the 
car. It someday may prove the 
difference between a minor acci- 
dent and a family tragedy.

When the Federal Government 
spends money at such a great def- 
icit, it is, in reality, borrowing 
money from the individual. When 
it borrows money, it reduces the 
value of the dollar in the individ- 
ual’s pocket. For we see that in 
1945, 76.9 cents would purchase 
the same amount that requires 
128.3 cents in 1962. Thus we see 
another evil of deficit spending. 

We have seen the effects deficit 
spending has on the individual, 
local and state governments, and 
the national government. Deficit 
spending can and does pave the 
way to various evils in modern 
everyday life and, whenever pos- 
sible, should be treated as though 
it were a contagious disease.

At Richmond, in mid-June 1862, 
General Robert E. Lee began 
plans for a concerted drive against 
Federal Forces in the area, In or- 
der to accomplish his objective 
he felt it necessary to concentrate 
aH available Confederate armies 
at Richmond. 


One person that Lee needed 
most was General “Stonewall” 
Jackson and he asked for his with- 
drawal from the Shenandoah Val- 
ley to Richmond.

President 
Davis agreed to re-enforcements 
for Jackson since his recent double 
victories at Cross Keys and Port 
Republic, Virginia and the added

act soon, Cecil L. Simpson, man- 
ager of the Birmingham social 
security office said today. 


“The law established June 30, 


1962, as the cut-off date for ac- 
cepting social security disability 
claims from people who have been 
disabled a long time,” Simpson 
said. This means that those work- 
ers who have been disabled for a 
number of years and have not 
applied for social security disabil- 
ity insurance benefits will lose 
monthly benefit payments for 
themselves and their dependents. 
They may lose their rights to any 
disability insurance benefit pay- 
ments because of their failure to 
claim them. 

The worker who has been dis-| 
abled a long time, and who has 
not checked his status with his 
district social security office 
should do so before June 30, 1962, 
in order to prevent a loss of dis- 
ability insurance payments.

Packaged first aid kits are 
available at a variety of prices. 
With small kits, it is wise to out- 
fit a second emergency pack, pos- 
sibly a shoe box, to include items 
such as antiseptic, additional] ban- 
dages, scissors, tweezers, several 
paper cups and eyewash. These 
will be of use in treating injuries 
beyond minor cuts, bruises and 
burns. ; 

If outfitting your own first aid 
kit, the Allstate Motor Club rec- 
ommends following the advice of 
a Red Cross book ‘on the subject. 

The book itself will be valuable 
in the kit, because it will provide 
instructions for treating many 
different injuries. 

All kits should include the ready 
made bandages in a variety of 
sizes. New types of bandages are 
large enough to cover knee wounds 
or skinned elbows. Sterile gauze 
and adhesive tape are needed for 
preparing larger bandages. 

An antiseptic is vital to prevent 
infection in cuts. Iodine, an old 
favorite, is too strong for many 
children and should be replaced 
with an antiseptic which any drug- 
gest will recommend. 

Absorbent cotton, taleum pow- 
bey insect repellent, several small 
cakes of soap and a _ packaged 
washcloth also should be included 
in the kit. Also, water is an im- 
portant item on trips, A family 
should carry a large insulated 
container of cool water for wash- 
ing wounds as well as drinking 
purposes. 

The Motor Club also cautions 
parents to make certain the med- 
icine is clearly marked and fresh. 
If in doubt, the items should be 
replaced. 

After stowing the first aid kit 
in a handy location, the family 
should provide for such safety 
equipment as a flashlight with 
fresh batteries, several red flares, 
minimum tool kit and spare fuses 
for the car’s electrical system. 

The Motor Club concludes with 
this suggestion: When the vaca- 
tion is over, leave the first aid kit 
and emergency equipment in the 
car. It someday may prove the 


difference between a minor acci- 
dent and a family tragedy.

When the Federal Government 
spends money at such a great def- 
icit, it is, in reality, borrowing 
money from the individual. When 
it borrows money, it reduces the 
value of the dollar in the individ- 
ual’s pocket. For we see that in 
1945, 76.9 cents would purchase 
the same amount that requires 
128.3 cents in 1962. Thus we see 
another evil of deficit spending. 

We have seen the effects deficit 
spending has on the individual, 
local and state governments, and 
the national government. Deficit 
spending can and does pave the 
way to various evils in modern 
everyday life and, whenever pos- 
sible, should be treated as though 
it were a contagious disease.

FOOD POISONING CAN BE 
UNHAPPY. ENDING TO FUN 

Food poisoning can be the un- 
happy ending to many picnics and 
summer outings umless certain 
precautions are taken. 

“Most food poisoning can be 
avoided simply through cleanliness 
and refrigeration,” says Fariss 
Prickett of the Auburn University 
Extension Service. “But when 
summer comes, food poisoning 
really becomes a serious threat.” 

Staphylococcus (staph) germs 
are responsible for the most com- 
mon form of food poisoning in the 
United States. This is the same 
germ that causes boils, sore throat 
and other body infections. It gets 
into the food through careless 
handling, sneezing or coughing. 
And if given a chance to grow, 
it produces a toxin which irritates 
the stomach. 

The dangerous temperatures 
for food in which germs thrive is 
between 40 and 120 degrees. “This 
is one of the main reasons all 
perishable foods must be carefully 
refrigerated,” says the foods and 
nutrition specialist. “Don’t give 
the toxin a chance to grow.” 

Dishes high in protein such as 
meats and eggs, and high in milk 
such as pie and cream puff fill- 
ings are especially dangerous 
she warns. 

Why are these foods so danger- 
ous during hot weather? First, 
there’s contamination of a food 
with the enterotoxin producing

MILITARY SECRETS 


At Richmond, in mid-June 1862, 
General Robert E. Lee began 
plans for a concerted drive against 
Federal Forces in the area, In or- 
der to accomplish his objective 
he felt it necessary to concentrate 
aH available Confederate armies 
at Richmond. 


One person that Lee needed 
most was General “Stonewall” 
Jackson and he asked for his with- 
drawal from the Shenandoah Val- 
ley to Richmond. In order to fool 
the enemy as to Jackson’s with- 
drawal, Lee actually sent some 
troops to join him. President 
Davis agreed to re-enforcements 
for Jackson since his recent double 
victories at Cross Keys and Port 
Republic, Virginia and the added 
troops would substantiate Federal 
fears of an attack on Washington. 


New and splendid recruits ar- 
rived June 18, 1962, and were met 
by Jackson in the mountains near 
Waynesboro, Virginia. Federal ru- 
mors were flying that such re-

Thursday, June 28,1962 


enforcements meant that Lee 


planned to attack Washington it- 
self. But the tight-lipped Jackson 


secretly and rapidly proceeded to 
Richmond with his 25,000 troops. 

On the move, Jackson rested 
his men on Sunday, June 22, as 
was always his custom for Sunday 
rest. He stayed in the home of 
Nathaniel Harris at _ Fredericks- 
hall, Virginia, attended church 
services and spent the ~ night. 
When asked at bedtime about 
breakfast, he told his host he 
would want breakfast -- however 
he was up and far away before 
breakfast time. This was another 
of his methods of keeping com- 
piete secrecy. 

Another secret move Lee used 
with success was the circuit raid 
around General George MeClellan. 
To gain knowledge of the Federal 
forces, Brigadier General J. E. B. 
Stuart was chosen for the raid. 
His 12,000 men rode for four days 
around the camp, gained informa- 
tion to encourage the South, great 
ly startled the North and won for 
Stuart his plume and title, “Eyes 
of the Army” according to Lee.

The House met six full days last 
week in an effort to bring to the 
floor at least some of the meas- 
ures that members feel must be 
considered before Congress can 
adjourn. The most important bill | 
considered during the past week 
was the so-called Trade Expansion 
Act. 

Proposed in an effort to deal 
effectively with the growing free 
trade community of Western Eu- 
rope, known as the European 


Common Market, the adoption of | 


this measure by a bipartisan vote 
of 298 to 125 was an impressive 
victory for the Kennedy Admin- 
istration. 


- Trade Important - 

Our export trade with Western 
Europe is some $7 billion annually, 
and our agricultural exports last 
year amounted to $1.1 billion for 
the European Common Market 
countries alone. This is trade that 
our nation cannot afford to lose. 

The President stated the im- 
portance of the Trade Expansion 
Bill when he said that without the 
bargaining power it confers “our 
export surpluses will decline, more 
plants will move to Europe, and 
the flow of gold away from these 
shores will become more intensi- 
fied.” The measure also received 
the strong endorsement of former 
President Eisenhower. 


- Powers Conferred - 

The Trade Expansion Bill, as 
passed by the House of Represen- 
tatives, would give the President 
the power to cut tariffs on foreign 
imports up to 50 percent over a 
five year period. These cuts are 
to be made on a reciprocal basis, 
however. 

In addition to tariff cutting 
authority, the measure provided 
procedures for raising tariffs on 
goods where a cut was found to 
have injured an entire industry. 
It also provided that a Presiden- | 
tial decision not to raise tariffs, 
despite a recommendation by the 
Tariff Commission for an increase 
could be overridden by a majority 
vote of the Congress. 

For thé*first time, this legisla- 
tion authorized “adjustment. as- 
sistence” to‘ injured businesses 
and workers. The aid could take 
the form of cash payments’ and 
relocation allowances for unem- 
nloyed workers, and technical as- 
sistance, loans and guarantees, | 
and tax benefits to businesses. 
Government aid could be in place 
‘of or in addition to a tariff in- 
crease.

NOT WAR BUT MURDER! 


Following the Battle of Malvern 
Hill, Union forces marched eight 
miles to Harrison’s Landing on 
the James River, and Confederate 
troops withdrew to Richmond, 
Each had the same purpose --- 
rest and reorganization after the 
end of the Seven Days’ Battles, 

But for 36,000 troops there was 
no retreat. That number had been 
captured or were dead, or dying, 
on the battlefields. Confederate 
casualties numbered 20,000 and 
Union losses 16,000 for the Seven 
Days’ campaign. 

One Union officer thus describ- 
ed the casualities: “A third of 
them were dead, or dying, but 
enough of them were alive and 
moving to give the field a singular 
crawling effect.” 

In a mix-up of orders at Mal- 
vern Hill three Confederate Divi- 
sions were needlessly ordered into 
the face of the enemy’s fire. Major 
General D. H. Hill survived the 
encounter and stated, “It was not 
war, it was murder.” : 

As a result of the Seven Days’ 
Battle, General George McClellan 
was glad to retreat to the James 
River to secure the protection of 
the Union fleet. The capture of 
Richmond had been averted by 
Lee’s brilliant generalship. Mc- 
Clellan had been “out thought and 
out fought” by Lee.

Report from Washington 
= BY 


_ ARMISTEAD SELDEN 


The House met six full days last 
week in an effort to bring to the 
floor at least some of the meas- 
ures that members feel must be 
considered before 
adjourn. The most important bill | 
considered during the past week 
was the so-called Trade Expansion 
Act. 

Proposed in an effort to deal 
effectively with the growing free 
trade community of Western Eu- 
rope, known as_ the European | 
Common Market, the adoption of | 
this measure by a bipartisan vote 
of 298 to 125 was an impressive 
victory for the Kennedy Admin- 
istration. 


- Trade Important - 

Our export trade with Western 
Europe is some $7 billion annually, 
and our agricultural exports last 
year amounted to $1.1 billion for 
the European Common Market 
countries alone. This is trade that 
our nation cannot afford to lose. 

The President stated the im- 
portance of the Trade Expansion 
Bill when he said that without the 
bargaining power it confers “our 
export surpluses will decline, more 
plants will move to Europe, and 
the flow of gold away from these 
shores will become more intensi- 
fied.” The measure also received 
the strong endorsement of former 
President Eisenhower. 


- Powers Conferred - 

The Trade Expansion Bill, as 
passed by the House of Represen- 
tatives, would give the President 
the power to cut tariffs on foreign 
imports up to 50 percent over a 
five year period. These cuts are 
to be made on a reciprocal basis, 
however. 

In addition to tariff cutting 
authority, the measure provided 
procedures for raising tariffs on 
goods where a cut was found to 
have injured an entire industry. 
It also provided that a Presiden- 
tial decision not to raise tariffs, 
despite a recommendation by the 
Tariff Commission for an increase 
could be overridden by a majority 
vote of the Congress. 

For thé first time, this legisla- 
tion authorized “adjustment as- 
sistence” to’ injured businesses 
and workers. The aid could take 
the form ‘of cash payments and 
relocation allowances for unem- 
nloyed workers, and technical as- 
sistance, loans and guarantees, 
and tax benefits to businesses. 
Government aid could be in place 
of or in addition to a tariff in- 
crease.

Energy Commission supplementa- 


The grant will be used to pur- 
chase additional equipment for 
Alabama College’s Radiation Bi- 
ology laboratory. 

The Radiation Biology labora- 
tory at Alabama College is one of 
the few such laboratories in the 
United States designed for the 
/exclusive use of undergraduate 
students. Last year the college 
received a $9,200 grant from the 


The laboratory is staffed and 
administered by the College’s De- 
partment of Biology. Classes us- 
ing this unique facility are de- 
signed to acquaint undergraduate 
students with the characteristics 
of radiation, methods of detection 
and some of the biological appli- 
cations of radioisotopes. 


This summer, high school teach- 
ers from Alabama and 16 other 
states, participating in the col- 
lege’s Summer Science Institute, 
are being offered courses in radi- 
ation biology.

- Revised Farm Bill - | 


The House of Representatives 
passed last Thursday night, by a 
vote of 229 to 163, a revised-farm 
bill extending for one year volun- 
tary controls on corn and other 
feed grains and the present pro- 
gram of controls on wheat pro- 
duction. This temporary measure 
passed by the House provides 
price supports and special pay- 
ments to farmers who cut their, 
feed grain production by at least 
20 per cent. The wheat program 
contains compulsory controls but 
is based on a national allocation 
of 55 million acres which produces 
far more wheat than the United 
States can consume. The Senate 
measure that was passed earlier 
jn the session was killed in the 
House Committee, and the Senate 
must now act on the House meas- 
ure or pass new legislation. 

Should Congress fail to adopt 
farm legislation during the cur- 
rent session, the law will revert 
to the 1958 farm program adopted 
under the leadership of former 
Secretary Benson. Many agricul- 
tural leaders credit the 1958 law 
as being mainly responsible for 
huge farm surpluses, particularly 
wheat and feed grains, currently 
costing the taxpayers in-the neich- 
borhood of a billion dollars an- 
nuslly for storage costs alone.

BATTLE OF THE ELEMENTS 
IS WON BY SOIL TESTING 


The particles of soil in fields 
and gardens are always busy. 

Small particles of clay -- too 
small to see with the naked eye 
-- have many negative electrical 
charges. When, food elements are 
low in the soil, Extension Soils 
Specialist Walter Sowell explains 
that the small particles unite with 
hydrogen because it has a positive 
charge. The hydrogen in this form 
causes an acid condition. If the 
soil has too much acid, plants 
won’t grow well. 

Lime, with a positive charge, 
will relieve the acid condition by 
knocking off hydrogen to join the 
clay. The hydrogen, replaced by 
calcium and magnesium in the 
lime, reacts with oxygen in the 
soil to form water, removing the 
acid condition. 

There’s also activity from the 
organisms in the soil which con- 
stantly break down plant and 
animal remains. This break down 
releases plant food elements, mak- 
ing the soil more fertile. In one 
small handful of soil there are’ 
more organisms than in the human— 
body. 

Soil is fascinating, and with 
che proper care it can do marvel- 
yus things. What does this mean

ply this: To make sure that your 
best soil elements win the battle 
of the elements, a soil test is im- 
portant. A poor soil sample is 
likely to give you a wrong answer. 
And even the best soil test is with- 
out value, if the sample doesn’t 
represent your field or garden 
correctly -- you'll lose profit if 
the wrong amounts of agricultural 
lime and fertilizer are used.

This year’s drive to get more 
farmers interested in adopting 
conservation practices on their 
farms is paying off, H. C. McDanal 
Chairman, Agricultural Stabiliza- 
tion and Conservation Shelby 
County Committee, reported today. 

The drive is being carried out 
by ASC farmer-committeemen on 
their own time, as adirect and val- 
uable contribution to the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture’s rural areas 
development program. Major ob- 
jectives of the RAD program are 
to increase income of under-em- 
ployed, low-income farmers, and 
to develop off-farm sources of 
employment. 

The goal of the conservation 
drive, the chairman explained, is 
to get farmers who have not been 
doing conservation work_on their 
land in recent years to do an im- 
portant conservation project in 
1962.

$522 Million 
Road Program 


The Alabama State Highway 
Department, starting this admin- 
istration with a highway state- 
funds cash balance of only $5.4 
million, laid claim this week to a 
four-year road-building program 
totaling $522 million. 

In releasing the final figure, 
Highway ‘Director Sam Engelhardt 
said the record expenditures had 
brought “vast improvements in 
Alabama’s highway system, pro- 
viding more and better roads for 
our motorists.” 

The highway program was fi- 
nanced by a $60 million bond issue 
receipts from the state gasoline 
tax and Federal matching funds, 

The largest single project was 
Alabama's 878-mile share of the 
nationwide Interstate Highway 
System. Mr. Engelhardt said con- 
struction of farm-to-market roads, 
four-lane highways, connecting 
links and by-passes has also pro- 
ceeded at a record pace. 

Two other highway programs 
lave received what Mr. 
hardt called “special emphasis” 
and both have drawn praise. The 
league of Municipalities has com- 
mended the department for aiding 
almost 200 towns and cities in

Fishing Safety | 


The Rural Health Council of 
Alabama says: 

Don’t let an accident spoil the 
fun of fishing. Fishing is one of | 
the nation’s favorite outdoor, 
sports. It offers relaxation, mild 
exercise, and a welcome change 
from the everyday routine. But, as 
every fisherman knowns, there are| 
several built-in hazards to fishing | 
that bear watching. 

“Sidewinders” (fishermen teh 
swing their arms in « wide are on 
the cast) are responsible for many 
of the hook accidents. If you are, 
a sidewinder, be sure your field | 
is clear of other fishermen before 
casting. 

In removing a hook from a fish, 
hold the fish under the gills so on- 
ly its body, not its head, can flop 
and wiggle. Trying to grab a slip- 
pery fish and remove the hook at 
the same time is an easy way to 
get hooked. 


100 Years Ago 


CALVARY JUST LEFT! 


Most Southerners preferred the 
Confederate Calvary and that 
branch of the service had no trou- 
ble getting recruits. Southern men, 
having been taught to handle 
horses, were trained to ride and 
took a great interest in the Cal- 
vary. The fast moving calvarymen 
quickly became heroes or brought 
fear to country folk as well as 
foe. 

One Rebel, stating his desire to 
join the Calvary, wrote: “T rather 
be a coproral in -- the rangers 
than to be a first Lientenant in 
the flatfoot company.” 

At the beginning of the war, the 
South outranked the North in both 
horses and riders. However, the 
picture looked different in 1862 
with Federal forces controlling 
the horse breeding states of Ken- 
tucky, Tennessee, West Virginia 
and Missiour. 

Each Calvary soldier, entering

The House of Representatives 
last week passed by a standing 
vote of 194 to 35 the Philippines 
War Damage Bill, which repre- 
sents the final installment on 
damages suffered by property 
owners of that nation during 
World War II. Orignially proposed 
by President Roosevelt, this leg- 
islation provides $73 million to 
complete payment to the Phillip- 
pines of claims approved by the 
U. §S. Philippine War Damage 
Commission. 

The original measure was de- 
feated in the House of Represen- 
tatives in May, primarily because 
it did not contain the requirement 
that individual recipients already 
had or would invest the amount 
received in the Philippine econo- 
omy. The reinvestment require- 
ment was inserted in the revised 
bill, and it passed with virtually 
no opposition.

A recent survey points out the 
need of wills, especially for the 
farmer. 

According to the study, farm 
estates often have to be probated 
without a will. Serious conflicts 
resulted in more than ten per cent 
of the cases without wills. In 
about half of these, family con- 
troversies could have been avoid- 
ed if there had been a will, points 
out Dr. Sidney Bell of Auburn 
University. 

Probate judges estimate that 23 
per cent of the farms transferred 
without wills have to be sold to 
settle the estate. Dr. Bell, Exten- 
sion Service farm management 
specialist, says if the farms are 
not sold they are often divided 
into uneconomic units. Many times 
this is an injustice to the heirs - - 
particularly those who had oper- 
ated the farm or contributed to it 
in some other way.

Fishing Safety | 


The Rural Health Council of 
Alabama says: 

Don’t let an accident spoil the 
fun of fishing. Fishing is one of . 
the nation’s favorite outdoor, 
sports. It offers relaxation, mild 
exercise, and a welcome change 
from the everyday routine. But, as 
every fisherman knowns, there are | 
several built-in hazards to fishing | 
that bear watching. 

“Sidewinders” (fishermen who 
swing their arms in « wide are on 
the cast) are responsible for many 
of the hook accidents. If you are, 
a sidewinder, be sure your field | 
is clear of other fishermen before 
casting. 

In removing a hook from a fish, 
hold the fish under the gills so on- 
ly its body, not its head, can flop 
and wiggle. Trying to grab a slip- 
pery fish and remove the hook at 
the same time is an easy way to 
get hooked. 

Lures and hooks left lying on) 
the floor of a boat or on the dock 
are inviting trouble. 

Never try to pull a hovx out if| 
one becomes imbedded beneath 4 


skin. Your physician will snip off 
the back end of the hook and push 
it through the wound. If necessary | 
he will administer antibiotics and 
tetanus toxoid. 

Save your muscles form strain 
by avoiding rowing or exercise.

100 Years Ago 


CALVARY JUST LEFT! 


Most Southerners preferred the 
Confederate Calvary and that 
branch of the service had no trou- 
ble getting recruits. Southern men, 
having been taught to handle 
horses, were trained to ride and 
took a great interest in the Cal- 
vary. The fast moving calvarymen 
quickly became heroes or brought 
fear to country folk as well as 
foe. 

One Rebel, stating his desire to 
join the Calvary, wrote: “T rather 
be a coproral in -- the, rangers 
than to be a first Lientenant in 
the flatfoot company.” 

At the beginning of the war, the 
South outranked the North in both 
horses and riders. However, the 
picture looked different in 1862 
with Federal forces controlling 
the horse breeding states of Ken- 
tucky, Tennessee, West Virginia 
and Missiour. 

Each Calvary soldier, entering 
the service, furnished his horse, 
being granted a 30 day furlough 
to replace it if lost in battle. 
Horses became impossible to buy 
and prices. soared. 

At best, horses lived only about 
7% months of service in the trans- 
portation and artillery branches 
of the army, and much shorter in 
the Calvary. To try to meet the 
critical need for horses, Lynch- 
burg, Virginia became a restora- 
tion of sick and wounded horses, 
which was only about 15% effec- 
tive. 

Perhaps Bill Arp, Confederate 
humorist, best sums up the speed 
and intent of the Calvary in these 
words: “I have travelled a heap 
of late -- but nary a hill or holler 
-- have I found, but what the 
Calvary had been there and JUST 
LEFT. And that is the reason they 
can’t be whipped, for they have 
JUST LEFT, and took an odd 
horse or two with them.

Rountree Completes 
45 Years Service 


In July Asa Rountree, Jr., State 
Director of Aeronautics for Ala- 
bama, completed 45 years of avia- 
tion service, dating back to World 
War I, when he entered Army 
Aviation in one of the first classes 
at the school of Military Aeronau- 
tics, Georgia Tech, in July, 1917. 
He has been presented with a cer- 
tificate of merit by the Society of 
Airway Pioneers with the citation 
“for outstanding contributions and 
meritorious service in the pioneer- 
ing of the Federal Airways Sys- 
tem and its operation during early 
days of aviation in the United 
States of America.” : 

Rountree is an overseas Air 
Force veteran of both World Wars 

hes been-rated a military pilot in 

both the U. S. and French Air 
Corps, has been aviation director 
of Alabama since March 1, 1936, 
and is a past president of the Na- 
tional Association of State Avia- 
tion Officials, 

As Aviation Director he has as- 
sisted in arranging more than 
$40,000,000 worth of airport and 
airways facilities. The Alabama 
Airport System has grown from 
a few widely scattered fields, with 


}only one paved runway ,into an 


extensive, coordinated, well-balane-| 
ed state-wide system with more 
than 60 municipal airports and a 
total of 136 fields, public and pri- 
vate. More than 90% of the mu- 
nicipal airports now have paved 
runways. 
_ During the past two years the 
Alabama Airport Construction 
Program for Small Cities has been 
the most extensive of any state. 
The program is operated by the 
Alabama Department of Aeronau- 
tics, without federal assistance and 


without burden to the general 
taxpayers, with revenue from the 
aviation gas tax.

Apply a paint or varnish as di- | 
rected on the container. Remem- | 
ber, though, that many removers 
are flammable and others produce’ 
toxic fumes. So play it safe and 
have adequate ventilation. 


PREPARING WOOD SURFACE 


-- Place two or three layers of 
damp woolen cloth or pieces of 
damp blotting paper over any 


small dents in the wood. Then 
press with a hot iron. The steam 
and heat will soften and raise the 


fiber of the wood to its previous} 


level. Be sure the surface is com- 


pletely dry before sanding again. | 


Sanding is important not only to 


smooth the surface but to close| 
the grain which has been opened | 


by the steam. 

When sanding, always rub with 
the grain on flat surfaces. Use 
medium sandpaper, first. Finish 
with fine and very fine sandpaper. 
Wrap pieces of the paper around

A new method for permanently 
identifying hub caps is foiling 
thieves whose activities cost 
American motorists over $5 mil- 
lion a year. 


Because of their value and the 
ease with which they can be re- 
moved, hub cap theft is a tempt- 
ing crime. Since only in rare in- 
stances do hub caps bear identi- 
fying marks that would permit 
positive identification by theft 
victims, the thief is nearly im- 
mune to successful prosecution 
unless caught in the act.

dollars, a civic problem is also 
involved. Hub cap stealing has 
become standard “first erime” 
of juveniles, often starting them 
on the road to more serious 
crimes.

100 Years Ago 


BELLE BOYD EDITORIAL 


One hundred years ago: this 
week, the new weekly, The South- 
ern Illustrated News of Richmond, 
Virginia, published. an editorial on 
Belle Boyd, one of the most fam- 
ous of Southern women spiés. Her 
visit to Richmond prompted the 
publication of the sketch of her 
life and her picture. 

The editorial said: “The cele- 
brated Miss Belle Boyd visited in 
our city last week, coming from 
her home in Martinsburg, Virginia. 
She is the daughter of Mr. and 
Mrs. Benjamin B. Boyd, prominent 
in merchantile business for many 
years. On her mother’s side, she 
is related to Captain. James W. 
Glenn in command of the Virginia 


Rangers until his ill jhealth pre- 
vented; and James E. Stewart, a 
member of the Virginia Conven- 
tion in 1850, is her uncle (by 
marriage to her aunt).” 

Miss Boyd, the eldest of several 
children, was known for her quick- 
ness in action and in temper. Many 
believed her to be older than her 
23 years. “But her devotion to the 
Southern cause called down upon 
her head the anathemas of the 
entire Yankee press,” the editorial 
continued. 

Excerpts from the Philadelphia 
Inquirer, written by an army cor- 
respondent, indicated Miss Boyd 
as a rebel and a woman of little 
modesty. He said: “During the 
past campaign in the Valley, this 
woman has been of immense ser- 
vice to the enemy. She will be now 
if she can. The reports that she 
is personally impure are as unjust 


as they are underserved. She has 
a blind devotion to an idea, and 
passes far the boundary of her 
sex’s modesty to promote its suc- 


cess.” 

The writer cited Miss Boyd’s 
actions during the summer of 1861 
as proof that he knew whereof he 
spoke: “At that time, General 
Robert: Patterson was stationed 
with Union forces in Belle Boyd’s 
hometown. She courted and flat- 
tered officers, using “assumed 
names, while attempting to gather 
information for the South.”

Golden Text”

“And ye my flock, the flock of 
my pasture, are men, and I am 
your God, saith the Lord God” 
(Ezekiel 34:31) 


Perhaps the most beautiful and 
inspiring figure of speech used in 
‘the Bible depicting men’s rela- 
tionship to God is that of the 
Sheperd and his flock. Whether 
we see this metaphor in the Twen- 
ty-third Psalm, or in the parable 
of the Good Sheperd, or elsewhere, 
the picture is never old. It revi- 
brates with new compassion; it 
glows with serene freshness; it 
comforts us with especial guidance 


How carefully the shepherd 
watches his flock! Every sheep is 
‘important - - from the least % the 
greatest: The watchful eye of the 
tending shepherd lets none escape 
his view. Yet, if per chanee one 
does go astray, he will seek until 
he can find it. The shepherd leads 
and directs the flock, showing 
them the better pastureland, lead- 
ing them to the pure drinking wa- 
ter whereby their thirst may be 
quenched.

TV Viewing 


Are you a television fan? If you

First of all, adjust the lighting 
of the room properly. In a dark 
room, the darkness of the room 
and the brightness of the screen 
will cause’ the eyes to become 
tired. So some lighting in the 
room reduces the contrast or the 
difference between the screen and 
the reom background. This helps 
to prevent straining the eyes. 

Second, sit a proper distance 
from the screen. There’s no set 
rule, just sit where you can see 
the picture best but don’t get too 
close. If you sit’ closer than four 
feet, the picture won't be ‘clear 
and you may become uncomfort- 
able. 

The normal distance for adults 
is eight to twelve feet from the 
screen. Children tend to ‘sit too 
close to the set. They should be at 
least four fert away: 

Third, sit directly in front of ‘the 
screen. The picture will be distor- 
ted if it’s viewed from too wide 
an angle, especially from older 
sets.

A new method for permanently 
identifying hub caps is foiling 
thieves whose activities cost 
American motorists over $5 mil- 
lion a year. 


Because of their value and the 
ease with which they can be re- 
moved, hub cap theft is a tempt- 
ing crime. Since only in rare in- 
stances do hub caps bear identi- 
fying marks that would permit 
positive identification by theft 
victims, the thief is nearly im- 
mune to successful prosecution 
unless caught in the act.

eyes by the screen. A good way 
to check the lighting is to turn the 
lamps on with the tv off -- if you 
can see a lighted lamp reflected 
from the darkened screen, then 
that light will be an annoyance 
when the set is on. Rearranging 
the lamps or the screen will 
remedy the problem. 

Fifth, avoid lamp shades bright- 
er than the r-reen. It’s best to use 
opaque shades on lamps in the tv 
viewing area. An opaque shade 
doesn’t permit the passage of 
light. 

And sixth, avoid lighting which 
falls directly on the screen. If your 
set is placed against a dark col- 
ored wall, a bulb behind the set 
will lighten the area around the 
screen for more comfortable view- 
ing. 


100 Years Ago 


BELLE BOYD EDITORIAL 


One hundred years ago: this 
week, the new weekly, The South- 
ern Illustrated News of Richmond, 
Virginia, published an editorial on 
Belle Boyd, one of the most fam- 
ous of Southern women spies. Her 
visit to Richmond prompted the 
publication of the sketch of her 
life and her picture. 

The editorial said: “The cele- 
brated Miss Belle Boyd visited in 
our city last week, coming from 
her home in Martinsburg, Virginia. 
She is the daughter of Mr. and 
Mrs. Benjamin B. Boyd, prominent 
in merchantile business for many 
years. On her mother’s side, she 
is related to Captain. James W. 
Glenn in command of the Virginia 


Rangers until his ill ,health pre- 
vented; and James E. Stewart, a 
member of the Virginia Conven- 
tion in 1850, is her uncle (by 
marriage to her aunt).” 

Miss Boyd, the eldest of several 
children, was known for her quick- 
ness in action and in temper. Many 
believed her to be older than her 
23 years. “But her devotion to the 
Southern cause called down upon 
her head the anathemas of the 
entire Yankee press,” the editorial 
continued. 

Excerpts from the Philadelphia 
Inquirer, written by an army cor- 
respondent, indicated Miss Boyd 
as a rebel and a woman of little 
modesty. He said: “During the 
past campaign in the Valley, this 
woman has been of immense ser- 
vice to the enemy. She will be now 
if she can. The reports that she 
is personally impure are as unjust 


as they are underserved. She has 
a blind devotion to an idea, and 
passes far the boundary of her 
sex’s modesty to promote its suc- 


cess.” 

The writer cited Miss Boyd's 
actions during the summer of 1861 
as proof that he knew whereof he 
spoke: “At that time, General 
Robert: Patterson was stationed 
with Union forces in Belle Boyd’s 
hometown. She courted and flat- 
tered officers, using ‘assumed 
names, while attempting to gather 
information for the South.” 


The Fraud Investigation unit of 
the Department, Williams said 
audited 24,350 claims for unem- 
ployment benefits and made more 
than 25,000 investigations to re- 
cover $58,933.51 in overpayments 
drawn by claimants unlawfully.

Lower Insurance 
For Vets Over 65 


Alabama’s World War I veter- 
ans 65 or older holding USGLI 
term insurance policies may now 
convert to a lower-cost form of in- 
surance as the result of a bill 
signed into law July 26. 

The new plan of insurance, call- 
ed “Special Endowment at Age 
96,” primarily provides death pro- 
tection only. The premium, which 
remains level throughout the life 
of the policy; is lower than the 
premium for the term policy which 
will be exchanged, John D. Chap- 
man, Contact Officer at the VA 
Regional Office in Montgomery, 
explained. 

The VA official warned that not 
all holders of USGLI term policies 
should make the change. Those 
disabled should keep their origi- 
nal term policies which provide a 
monthly income in the event of 
total permanent disability while 
at the same time waiving the in- 
surance premium. 

At time of exchange, a provision 
for premium waiver in case of 
total permanent disability may be 
added to the mew policy at an 
extra premium. 

Chapman pointed out that it will 
not be necessary for World War 
1 term policyholders to write or 
telephone the VA regarding the 
new plan of insurance. The VA 
will notify all eligible policyhold- 
ors and will send them full infor- 
mation concerning conversion of 


present policies.

Wheelchair Houses

Approximately 125 Alabama 
seriously disabled veterans have 
received Federal grants totaling 
more than $1,000,000 for provid-| 
ing “wheelchair homes,’ the Vet- 
erans Administration said today. 

As of August 1, 1962, some 154 
veterans who cannot get about 
without the aid of wheelchairs, 
crutches or similar devices be- 
cause of their service-connected 
disabilities, have established their 
eligibility for these special grants, 
Neil R. Smart, Manager of the 
VA Regional Office in Montgom- 
ery, said. 

Of these eligible veterans, 123 
already have received the grants 
and either have moved into their 
homes or are in the process of 
having them built. The others have 
not yet put their plans into effect. 

The VA defrays 50 per cent of 
the cost of .‘wheelchair homes” 
for eligible Sisabled veterans, up

Shelby County 


The following facts regarding 

Shelby County were clipped from 
an issue of the official publication 
of the Association of County Com-| 
missioners of Alabama -- bearing 
the title “Mr. County Commis- 
sioner”. 
_ “Shelby County was,created by 
an act, February 7, 1818. Its ter- 
ritory was in the Creek cession of 
Fort Jackson, August 9, 1814. Its 
area, in 1940, was 801 square 
miles. It bears the name of Isaac 
Shelby, first governor of Kentuc-! 
ky. 

“The courthouse first stood at 
Shelbyville. In 1826 the county 
seat was permanently located at| 
Columbiana. It was first called 
Columbia, but by en act of the 
Legislature, approved January 13, 
1832, its name was changed to Co-

The Board meets twice each month. Each October it 
adopts a budget for the operation of the business of the Coun- 
ty for the coming year. It passes upon the expenditure of all 
county funds. The Board determines the policies that will be 
followed by the County Highway Department. It passes upon 
request for funds by the heads of other departments or 
agencies of the county. 


Each Board member selects the roads to be constructed 
in his district. The Board as a whole says how many miles of 
roads may be built in any one District. The County Engineer 
must see that the Highway Department is operated within the 
policies fixed by the Board. He is responsible for the hiring of 
all highway department employees. He is responsible to the 
Board for the construction and maintenance of all county 
roads. The State Highway Department pays 45% of the salary 
of our County Engineer. The engineer requisitions all supplies 
and equipment. These requisitions are approved by the Board 
All purchases are approved by the Board. 


You may ask, “Why is the “unit system” superior to the 
form of government existing in most Alabama counties”? 


In the majority of our counties each county commissioner 
operates a separate highway department in his own district. 
In these counties the commissioner purchases all equipment 
and supplies used in his district. He hires and fires personnel. 


-Under-our system the engineer has all of the county 
equipment at his disposal. The Board is able to plan a county 
wide road program. All of this program is under the super- 
vision of a highly competent engineer. The engineer is able 
to concentrate many pieces of equipment on a given job and 
get it done in a hurry. We have centralized purchasing. By use 
of a good bid system thousands of dollars have been saved. 
Personnel of the highway.department are organized into task 
groups and they become highly skilled in performing their 
assigned duties. 


_ The “unit system” makes your tax dollars go further, 
gives you more miles of paved roads and assures you that 
these roads will be well constructed and properly maintained. 


We believe the “unit system” has proven its worth. Un- 
der it Shelby County has come to the forefront in Alabama in 
the field of county government.

Investigations by the Corps of 
Engineers indicate that the three 
authorized facilities to be built by 
the government are economically 
justified. It has been recommended 
by the Corps of Engineers that 
the Millers Ferry Lock and Dam 
be built first, and construction of 
this priority facility can be begun 
this year with the funds that were 
approved last week by the House 


ever, for initiating construction of of Representatives. 


a new lock at the present John 
Hollis Bankhead Dam which is lo- 
cated approximately 18 miles up- 
stream from the Holt structure. 

The Bankhead Dam itself is not 
to be replaced. Although it was 
built in 1915, the concrete struc- 
ture, to which 12-foot vertical lift 
gates were added in 1937, will 
serve usefully for many more 
years. Navigation, however, must 
pass the dam by means of two 
locks which are but 285.5 feet 
long and 52 feet wide. The Jack- 
son, Demopolis, and Warrior Locks 
and Dams, located between Tusca- 
loosa and Mobile, already have 
eliminated nine similar-sized locks 
while the Holt Lock and Dam will 
replace four more. 

During the consideration of the 
Appropriations Blil, I pointed out 
the necessity for beginning at once 
the studies necessary to determine 
the feasibility and justification of 
replacing the two small Bankhead

Lower Insurance 
For Vets Over 65 


Alabama’s World War I veter- 
ans 65 or older holding USGLI 
term insurance policies may now 
convert to a lower-cost form of in- 
surance as the result of a bill 
signed into law July 26. 

The new plan of insurance, call- 
ed “Special Endowment at Age 
96,” primarily provides death pro- 
tection only. The premium, which 
remains level throughout the life 
of the policy; is lower than the 
premium for the term policy which 
will be exchanged, John D. Chap- 
man, Contact Officer at the VA 
Regional Office in Montgomery, 
explained. 

The VA official warned that not 
all holders of USGLI term policies 
should make the change. Those 
disabled should keep their origi- 
nal term policies which provide a 
monthly income in the event of 
total permanent disability while 
at the same time waiving the in- 
surance premium. 

At time of exchange, a provision 
for premium waiver in case of 
total permanent disability may be 
added to the mew policy at an 
extra premium, 

Chapman pointed out that it will 
not be necessary for World War 
1 term policyholders to write or 
telephone the VA regarding the 
new plan of insurance. The VA 
will notify all eligible policyhold- 


ors and will send them full infor-| ed 


mation concerning conversion of 


present policies.

FEAST, PACK, THEN BURN! 

Orders to “feast, clothe your- 
selves, pack what you can take, 
then burn the remainder” cheered 
the ragged, half-starved Confed- 
erates at Manassas Junction, Vir- 
ginia one hundred years ago this 
week.

and J. E. B. Stuart captured the 
Union supply depot by night, 
finding acres of filled warehouses, 
two miles of loaded railway cars 
and covered stacks of goods in 
open field.

Historic Facts About 
Shelby County 


The following facts regarding 
Shelby County were clipped from 
an issue of the official publication 


of the Association of County Com- | 


missioners of Alabama -- bearing 
the title “Mr. County Commis- 
sioner”. 

_ “Shelby County was,created by 
an act, February 7, 1818. Its ter- 
ritory was in the Creek cession of 
Fort Jackson, August 9, 1814. Its 
area, in 1940, was 801 square 
miles. It bears the name of Isaac 
Shelby, first governor of Kentuc- 
ky. 

“The courthouse first stood at 
Shelbyville. In 1826 the county 
seat was permanently located at 
Columbiana. It was first called 
Columbia, but by en act of the 
Legislature, approved January 13, 


1832, its name was changed to Co-| 


lumbiana. 

“Columbiana is situated in the 
Coosa Valley and in the rich min- 
eral district of Shelby County. 
Joseph Howard was the first set- 
tler, followed by William Akin.

In 1949 gn ap peer'g pacced a local bill, sponsored by 
Representative F. Head, that changed the form of govern- 
ment of Shelby County to the “Unit System”. The growth and 
progress that has occurred since that time has proven the 
wisdom of this change. We believe that it is true that through- 
out Alabama, Shelby County is looked upon as a model county. 
Our net work of paved roads, (not one mile of which was built 
with borrowed money); our well organized and efficiently 
operated highway department; our participation in programs 
of service for the benefit of our citizens, such as the Farm 
Extension program, the Forestry program of the Conservation 
Department, the County Health program, the County Library 
service, and others, are the envy of officials in other counties. 
That we do all that we do without the necessity of issuing 
bonds or borrowing money is a source of pride to the mem- 
bers of your County Board. 


This success, to a large measure, is attributable to the 
form of our county government, the “Unit System’’. For this 
reason the Board feels that it is important that our citizens 
understand how the unit system functions and how it differs 
from the form of county government now existing in the 
majority of the counties of-the state. 


Our County Board of Revenue is made up of four mem- 
bers, one is elected from each county district. Each has one 
vote in all abtistionag = before the Board.

The Board meets twice each month. Each October it 
adopts a budget for the operation of the business of the Coun- 
ty for the coming year. It passes upon the expenditure of all 
county funds. The Board determines the policies that will be 
followed by the County Highway Department. It passes upon 
request for funds by the heads of other departments or 
agencies of the county. 


Each Board member selects the roads to be constructed 
in his district. The Board as a whole says how many miles of 
roads may be built in any one District. The County Engineer 
must see that the Highway Department is operated within the 
policies fixed by the Board. He is responsible for the hiring of 
all highway department employees. He is responsible to the 
Board for the construction and maintenance of all county 
roads. The State Highway Department pays 45% of the salary 
of our County Engineer. The engineer requisitions all supplies 
and equipment. These requisitions are approved by the Board 
All purchases are approved by the Board. 


You may ask, “Why is the “unit system” superior to the 
form of government existing in most Alabama counties”? 


In the majority of our counties each county commissioner 
operates a separate highway department in his own district. 
In these counties the commissioner purchases all equipment 
and supplies used in his district. He hires and fires personnel. 


Under our -system-the engineer has—all of the county 
equipment at his disposal. The Board is able to plan a county 
wide road program. All of this program is under the super- 
vision of a highly competent engineer. The engineer is able 
to concentrate many pieces of equipment on a given job and 
get it done in a hurry. We have centralized purchasing. By use 
of a good bid system thousands of dollars have been saved. 
Personnel of the highway.department are organized into task 
groups and they become highly skilled in performing their 
assigned duties. 


_ The “unit system” makes your tax dollars go further, 
gives you more miles of paved roads and assures you that 
these roads will be well constructed and properly maintained. 


We believe the “unit system” has proven its worth. Un- 
der it Shelby County has come to the forefront in Alabama in 
the field of county government. We have over 300 miles of 
county paved roads and Shelby County is one of three in the 
entire state that is debt free. We have had no bonded indebt- 
edness since 1953. 


We are grateful to the people of Shelby County for the 
opportunity we have to serve with the Board of Revenue. We 
will always appreciate your suggestions and criticisms.

1. Make your own roadside emergency 
kit and always carry it in your trunk.

So always have the air pressure in your 
spare checked at the same time as the rest 
of your tires. And make sure your jack is in 
good working order. 

3. Find out where your car fuses are lo- 
cated. Your car has fuses that do the same 
job as the.ones in your home. And they're 
just as easy to replace if you know where 
to find them. So have your Shell dealer 
show you where each fuse is. And carry 
extra fuses in your glove compartment. 


4. Hide a spare ignition key in your car.
